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IMMINENT TASK 
PEACEFUL UNIFICATION 


The Korean people greet the New Year 
with fresh heartening prospects for the 
peaceful unification of the country, their su- 
preme national task. 


The session of the Supreme People’s As- 
sembly of the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea held in the latter part of November 
last year, set forth new reasonable and re- 
alistic measures for further promoting the 
peaceful unification of the country. 


As was enunciated once again at the Su- 
preme People’s Assembly session, the ques- 
tion of Korea’s unification must be solved 
peacefully and independently by the Koreans 
themselves. 


As the history of Korea over the past 
fifteen years since liberation shows, the reck- 
less line of “march north to unify” the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee had pur- 
sued in opposition to Korea’s peaceful unifi- 
cation went bankrupt. 


Even the three-year long criminal war of 
ageression did not help the U.S. imperialists 
and the Syngman Rhee clique to realize their 
wild dream of extending their anti-popular 
fascist rule of terror to North Korea. 

The South Korean people kicked out of 
political arena Syngman Rhee who had stay- 
ed in office only with the help of the U.S. 
bayonets. The notorious U.S. placeman fin- 
ally took to flight to the United States. 
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Collapse of Rhee’s rule signified the 
total bankruptcy of the infamous “march 
north to unify” policy which had been con- 
demned by the Korean people and the world 
public. 

Today, even the most die-hard politicians 
of South Korea can no longer advocate the 
preposterous, criminal line of “march north 
to unify.” 

It is indisputable that the Korean question 
cannot be solved by means of war. Peaceful 
means is the sole reasonable way of solving 
the Korean question. 


The Korean question must be solved inde- 
pendently by the Koreans themselves, for it 
is a matter affecting the future destiny of the 
Korean nation. 


The question of Korea’s unification is an 
internal affair of the Korean people. It is 
their inalienable right to choose the state 
and social system as they wish and decide 
their destiny by themselves. Therefore, no 
one is allowed to interfere in the affairs of 
the Korean people. 


The courageous, diligent Korean people is 
a nation with a fine patriotic tradition and 
a strong spirit of unity. 

If the 30 million people should join forces 
and turn to account the country’s rich natural 
resources in a unified way, they would be 
able to build a paradise for people on our 
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land and hand down to succeeding genera- 
tions a mighty and wealthy country which 
will rank among the world’s leading coun- 
‘ics. 


The historic changes that are taking place 
in the North testify to the outstanding tal- 
ent and great creative energy of the Korean 
people. 

Under the correct guidance of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea headed by Comrade 
Kim I! Sung, the Korean people in the North 
have built a firm foundation of the national 
economy and created conditions for speedily 
rehabilitating and reconstructing the ruined 
South Korean economy. 


Nevertheless, some people in South Korea 
insist on relying on outside forces, ignoring 
the independent position and role of the Ko- 
rean people in tackling the matter of para- 
mount importance for their country. 

It is not difficult to understand what a 
grave effect the interference of outside 
forces will have on the nation’s future. 


In our history there are instances show- 
ing that dependence on outside forces only 
leads to the ruin and the betrayal of the 
nation. 

The rulers of the Li dynasty in its clos- 
ing days, for instance, lost their independent 
position only by going in for the worship 
of the powerful, and thus they ruined the 
nation. 

This is the case with the South Korean re- 
actionaries who have persistently follow- 
ed the reckless, dangerous path of depend- 
ing on U.S. imperialism. 


Expecting something of the spurious U.S.

The ruined economy, the poverty-stricken 
people’s life, endless political chaos and the 
worst social degeneration are the outcome 
of the U.S. “aid” to South Korea. From this 
it is obvious what the increased U.S. “aid” 
will bring to South Korea. 

It is not accidental that even among the 
South Korean politicians voices exposing the 
true colour of the U.S. “aid” are heard. They 
say that the crafty U.S. policy “has paraly- 
zed the self-reliancé of the government and 
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nation, benumbed their sense of national in- 
dependence and fostered the flunkyism-men- 
dicancy among our people.” 


One only ruins himself completely by turn- 
ifs’ to the- Gis “aid?” 

The call for “elections under U.N. super- 
vision” is neither reasonable nor realistic. 
It only serves as a means of deceiving the 
people and as smokescreen for covering up 
the stand that is opposed to the country’s 
unification. To this the present South Korean 
authorities have even added the outpourings. 
“elections in accordance with the procedure 
provided fcr in the Constitution of the Re- 
public of Korea.” 

What does this outcry have to distinguish 
it from Syngman Rhee’s call for “march 
north to unify” designed to extend South 
Korea’s fascist rule of terror to North Ko- 
rea? 

South Korean public disapproves the call 
for “elections under U.N. supervision,” say- 
ing that it has less possibility of realization 
than Syngman Rhee’s call for “march 
north to unify” and that it is “more decep- 
tive and Utopian” than Syngman Rhee’s call. 

It is universally known that the U.N. is 
utilized as a shield to cover up the U.S. ag- 
gression of Korea. The U.S. imperialists con- 
ducted their war of aggression in Korea un- 
der the U.N. signboard. 


“U.N.-supervised elections” -were held 
several times in South Korea, each time in 
an atmosphere of suppression and terror and 
concocting Syngman Rhee’s election with 
the help of the unheard-of fraudulent manner. 


The fact that Syngman Rhee was over- 
thrown by his electorate testifies to fraudulen- 
ce of South Korean “elections.” 


The urge for “elections under U.N. super- 
vision” is, in the final analysis, a traitorous. 
call for leaving the future destiny of the Ko- 
rean people at the disposal of the outside 
forces. 


If they are not afraid of the free expres- 
sion of the people’s will, why do the South 
Korean ruling elements insist on inviting 
outsiders to meddle in the elections? 

Who but someone going against the po- 
pular will can insist on such absurd call? 

The Korean people invariably hold that a 
unified government should be set up through 
free nation-wide elections on the democratic 
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basis without foreign interference and thus 
peaceful unification should be achieved. The 
general elections should be held in an at- 
mosphere of complete freedom and demo- 
cracy, by precluding all conditions of ob- 
structing, suppressing and restricting the 
expression of the people’s genuine will. 

To this end, complete freedom of political 
activity must be guaranteed in all parts of 
North and South Korea. 


Freedom of speech, the press and associa- 
tion must be guaranteed, and all political 
parties and public organizations must be 
provided with the conditions for freely enun- 
ciating their political views, so as to enable 
the people of both the North and South to 
see for themselves which political party 
speaks for their vital interests and desire, 
and enable them to choose freely the gov- 
ernment, as they want for the future of the 
country and the nation and choose the path 
as they wish. 

Elections under these conditions alone can 
reflect the genuine will of the Korean people, 
and a unilied government to be set up fol- 
lowing such elections can be a democratic 
government representing the desire and in- 
terests of the Korean people. 

For such elections to be held, it is neces- 
sary to compel the U.S. aggressive troops to 
withdraw from South Korea. 

It is crystal clear that so long as the U.S. 
aggressive troops remain in South Korea the 
people in South Korea cannot freely express 
their will. 


U.S. aggressive troops’ occupation of South 
Korea is the biggest obstacle to the peaceful 
unification of the country. 

The U.S. imperialists must stop immedia- 
tely their outrageous interference in Korea’s 
domestic affairs under the U.N. signboard, 
~ and pull out of South Korea at once. 

We demand that the U.S. army should 
withdraw from South Korea at once and 
hold that a unified government should be set 
up through free general elections throughout 
the North and South. 

But, in view of the fact that the South Ko- 
rean rulers are afraid of free all-Korea gen- 
eral elections, Premier Kim I] Sung propos- 


ed a Confederation of North and South Korea 
as a provisional measure for solving the ur- 
gent national questions. In case the Confe- 
deration is still unacceptible to them, it was 
proposed that even an economic commission 
be set up. 

The proposals are most realistic and re- 
asonable, for they are based on the correct 


analysis of the situation at home and 
abroad. 
These proposals which are intended to 


break the deadlock in the relations between 
the North and South open up a new phase in 
the soluticn of the unification problem. 

The proposed North-South Confederation 
or economic commission will pave the way 
for saving the South Korean economy from 
ruins and relieving the South Korean people 
from dire straits. 

The Supreme People’s Assembly session 
adopted a Letter addressed to the National 
Assembly of the Republic of Korea, political 
parties and social organizations of South 
Korea and to the South Korean people and 
Recommendations on realizing economic 
and cultural exchange and cooperation be- 
tween North and South Korea and promoting 
independent development of the national 
economy in South Korea. 

The Letter and Recommendations expound- 
ed our stand on peaceful unification of the 
country and independent development of the 
South Korean economy. 

Particularly, the Recommendations eluci- 
dated practical measures for the reconstruc- - 
tion and rehabilitation of the ruined South 
Korean industry and agriculture and for 
stabilizing the people’s life. 

In this way, a highway will be opened for 
the Koreail people to shape their destiny on 
their own. 


The might of the Korean people in the 
struggle for the country’s peaceful unifica- 
tion is growing stronger, and the interna- 
tional situation is developing in favour of 
the Korean people’s fight for the country’s 


~ peaceful unification. 


This year the Korean people will make big 
progress in their noble cause of peacefully 
unifying the country.

The struggle of the broad masses to oppose the 
imperialist aggressive policy and defend peace is- 
being waged more vigorously. 


Imperialism which is rushing headlong toward: 
decay and _ ruin finds itself in a tighter corner in 
face of the indestructible might of the socialist 
camp which is gaining in scope and strength and’ 
the persistent revolutionary struggle of the peo- 
ples in all countries of the world. 


The recent Meeting of Representatives of the 
Communist and. Workers’ Parties held under these: 
circumstances exchanged and generalized the valua- 
ble experiences’ which the fraternal Parties had 
gained in the course of the struggle during the 
past period and_ gave in its statement clear-cut. 
answers to the fundamental and cardinal problems 
in the present-day Communist movement on the 
basis of a scientific analysis of the international 
situation. 


The Statement, which is a collective work of 
the representatives of the Communist and Workers’ 
Parties of various countries with the participation 
of our representative, serves as a programmatic 
document and guiding star for our Party, as for 
all the fraternal Parties. 

The Statement gives Marxist-Leninist elucida- 
tion of the major problems at the present moment 
—the problem on the appraisal of our epoch, the 
problem on the development of the world socialist 
system, the problem on war and peace, the pro- 
blem on the national liberation struggle in colo-

nies, the problems on the labour movement in Ca- 
pitalist countries and the international communist 
movement. 


Thus the working classes and labouring peoples 
in all lands are provided with more powerful re- 
volutionary weapons. But, the imperialists and 
their lackeys have been dealt another big blow. 


The recent Meeting of Representatives of the 
‘Communist and Workers’ Parties and the State- 
‘ment have demonstrated the indestructible unity 
nd solidarity of the socialist camp and of the 
Communist and Workers’ Parties, and have made 
a tremendous contribution to the development of 
the international Communist movement. 


The frantic scheme of the imperialists and their 
Jackeys, revisionists, to undermine the unity of the 
socialist camp and the international Communist 
movement and to weaken the influence of socialism 
has been smashed. 


Life has shown that the daydream and scheme 
of the imperialists are futile and will be so in the 
future, too, as it was in the past. 


The Statement of the Meeting of Representa- 
tives of the Communist and Workers’ Parties 
points out that “our time, whose main content 
js the transition from capitalism to socialism 
initiated by the Great October Socialist Revolution, 
is a time of struggle between the two opposing 
social systems, a time of socialist revolutions and 
national-liberation revolutions, a time of the 
breakdown cf imperialism, of the abolition of the 
colonial system, a time of transition of more peo- 
ples to the socialist path, of the triumph of social- 
ism and communism on a world-wide scale.’’ This 
is the most comprehensive and scientific analysis 
of the features of our epoch. 


Today, the world socialist system and the 
forces fighting against imperialism and for the so- 
cialist transformation of society determine 
the main content and direction and main features 
of the historic development of the human society. 


All facts show that imperialism is powerless to 
arrest the people’s struggle for national indepen- 
dence, democracy and socialism. 


The class contradictions in the capitalist society 
are becoming all the more acute and the corrupt 
nature of capitalism is becoming worse. The con- 
flict and contradictions among the imperialist po- 
wers, too, are growing sharp. 


Complete victory of socialism and downfall of 
imperialism are inevitable. 


This convinces the working people and the peo- 
ples all over the world of the clear-cut prospects 
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for a happy future and further fortifies their con- 
viction of victory in their struggle. 
Our Party has always proceeded from the scienti- 


fic evaluation of the present epoch in defining. the 


strategy and tactics of our revolution, has present- 
ed before the masses clear-cut prospects for the 
victory of our revolution and educated them to 
have firm conviction of ultimate victory. 

The concerted struggle of the Korean people 
and the onward march of history will certainly 
bring defeat on the U.S. imperialists who are now 
occupying South Korea. The Korean people will 
win victory. 

The Statement of the Meeting of Representa- 
tives of the Communist and Workers’ Parties gives 
an all-round appraisal of imperialism, U.S. imperi- 


-alism in particular. As the Statement points out, 


U.S. imperialism is the biggest international ex- 
ploiter, the ringleader of world reaction, an inter- 
national gendarme and the sworn enemy of the 
peoples of the world. 


U.S. imperialism is the main force of aggression 
and war, the main stronghold of modern colonial- 
ism. 

Every attempt of the U.S. imperialists and their 
ideological lackeys has been foiled, and the agg- 
ressive predatory nature of U.S. imperialism has 
been fully exposed. 


For the people fighting for peace, national in- 
dependence and social progress, it is of great im- 
portance to have clear understanding of the reac- 
tionary character of U.S. imperialism. 


The imperialists led by the U.S. imperialists are 
persistently pursuing aggressive and war policies 
in their attempt to maintain their tottering posi- 
tion. 


Life demands us to intensify the struggle aga- 
inst the imperialist oppression and exploitation 
and for peace. 


The Statement of the recent Meeting points out 
that ‘the Communist Parties regard the fight for 
peace as their prime task,’’ and clearly sets forth 
the tasks in the struggle for peace. 

As is pointed out in the Statement, under the 
condition in which the forces of socialism and 
peace possess powerful material and spiritual 
strength prevailing over the forces of imperialism 
and war on the international arena the imperial- 
ists cannot unleash war at will as they did in the 
past. 

In our country, too, the U.S. aggressors cannot 
dare to unleash war, because of the existence of 
the powerful revolutionary base in the North, the 
support and encouragement of the powerful social- 
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ist camp and peace forces and the active struggle 
of our people against the U.S. imperialists’ 
scheme to unleash war. 

But, under the present circumstances in which 
the imperialists persistently pursue aggressive and 
war policies, we must heighten our vigilance to 
the utmost. 

So long as imperialism exists there will always 
be soil for aggressive wars. The nature of imperi- 
alism has not changed. The imperialists are con- 
stantly expanding armaments, building military 
bases in all parts of the world and staging armed 
provocations. 

People in all countries are aware that the dang- 
er of another world war has not yet been removed. 

As is noted in the Statement, today to fight for 
peace means sharpening vigilance to the utmost, 
constantly exposing the imperialist policy, closely 
watching the plots and sinister designs of the war- 
mongers and waging a struggle by uniting all 
peace forces. 

The actual situation in our country makes it all 
the more necessary to heighten vigilance against 
the war policy of the imperialists. 

We are standing face to face with the U.S. im- 
perialists, the ringleader of aggression and war. 

The U.S. imperialists are reinforcing armed 
forces in South Korea, introducing various new 
type weapons and continuously holding provoca- 
tive military exercises. 


Our Party, firmly upholding the banner of 
peace, is taking positive measures for peace 
and is awakening and mobilizing the masses 
by continuously exposing the war policy of the 
U.S. imperialists and their lackeys. 

Peace does not come of itself; it must be won. 

Peace can be preserved firmly only by con- 
stantly strengthening the might of the socialist 
camp, positively developing the labour movement 
in the capitalist countries, further intensifying the 
national liberation struggle and dealing blows to 
the imperialists, bringing pressure to bear upon 
them and binding them hand and foot everywhere 
in the world through the mobilization of all forces 
that are opposed to the aggressive and war poli- 
cies of the imperialists. 

The recent heroic uprising of the South Korean 
people dealt a severe blow not only at the colonial 
rule of the U.S. imperialists but also at their war 
policy. 

The Statement is fully right in pointing out 
that ‘‘world war can be prevented by the 
joint efforts of the world socialist camp, the in- 
ternational working class, the national-liberation 
movement, all the countries opposing war and all 
peace-loving forces.” 
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Our Party is making efforts to deepen the con- 
viction of the entire Party members and people 
that peace can be preserved when they resolutely 
fight for it, and at the same time, to make them 
exercise utmost vigilance against the war scheme 
of the imperialists and _ relentlessly combat the 
tendency towards corruption and complacency, and 
to arm the Party members and people with re- 
volutionary spirit. 

_ The foreign policy of the Soviet Union, the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China and the other socialist 
countries based on the principle of peaceful co- 
existence makes great contributions to exposing 
the war policy of the imperialists and maintaining 
peace. The policy of peaceful co-existence con- 
forms with the interests of all peoples who do not 
want another war and are striving for a lasting 
peace. 


Peaceful co-existence of countries does not 
mean discarding class struggle, as the revisionists 
claim. Peaceful co-existence of the countries with 
differing social systems is a form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism. This does not 
preclude the political and ideological struggle with 
capitalism but presupposes it. 


The Statement emphasizes that a persistent 
struggle should be waged for the realization of the 
general and complete disarmament programme put 
forward by the Soviet Union. 


We must stubbornly struggle for immediately 
bringing about, to begin with, such realistic re- 
sults as the prohibition of the test and production 
of nuclear weapons, abolition of military blocs and 
military bases on the territories of other countries, 
and a substantial reduction of armaments and arm- 
ed forces. : 


To make foreign troops withdraw from the terri- 
tories of other countries is one of the urgent mat- 
ters in the struggle for peace. 


Today the U.S. imperialists’ occupation of South 
Korea poses a grave menace to peace in Korea 
and the Far East. In the interests of peace in Ko- 
rea and the Far East and in the interests of Ko- 
rea’s peaceful unification, the U.S. imperialists 
must pull out of South Korea at once. _ 

Along with the peace-loving peoples all over the 
world, the Korean people will continue to fight 
persistently to compel the U.S. imperialists to 
withdraw from South Korea. 

The Statement gives a thorough-going analysis 
of the questions concerning the national liberation 
revolution. 

The Statement points out that in our epoch “‘the 
breakdown of the system of colonial slavery un- 
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der the impact of the national-liberation movement 
is a development ranking second in historic impor- 
tance only to the formation of the world socialist 
system.”’ 

In all parts of Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
the flames of revolution for national liberation are 
flaring up powerfully burning root and all the im- 
perialist colonial system, and new independent 
states are emerging one after the other. The unin- 
terrupted upsurge of this struggle has put the ul- 
timate collapse of the imperialism on the order of 
the day. The complete bankruptcy of colonialism 
is inevitable. 

However, under colonial domination, liberation 
and national independence have not come of their 
own accord, but they have been won through a 
fierce struggle against imperialism. 

The imperialists and the colonial powers do not 
make a gift of freedom to the colonial peoples and 
- do not voluntarily leave the countries they are ex- 
ploiting. 

This finds vivid expression in the fact that the 
imperialists with the U.S. imperialists, the bulwark 
of contemporary colonialism, as the ringleader, 
are attempting, as can be seen in the southern part 
of our country, to prolong the colonial exploitation 
of the peoples of their former colonies with such 
new method and new form as so-called ‘“‘aid’” and 
military blocs by putting up their puppets. 

The participants of the recent Moscow Meeting 
of the Communist and Workers’ Parties consider- 
ed it the duty of all the socialist countries, inter- 
national labour movement and communist move- 
ment to render in every way moral and material 
support to the peoples fighting for their liberation 
from oppression by imperialism and colonialism. 


Our Party has always expressed and will ex- 
press in the future, too, its fervent solidarity with 
and support towards the people cf all countries 
who are struggling for national independence and 
liberation. 


The recent Statement, for the further develop- 
ment of communist and labour movements, eluci- 
dating all the more clearly the cardinal questions 
of the revolutionary Marxist-Leninist theory, laid 
stress once again on the necessity of continuously 
waging in the future, too, a resolute struggle on 
both fronts for overcoming revisionism and doc- 
trinairism of all shades to keep the purity of 
Marxism-Leninism.

trinairism has found expression mainly in the in- 
ability to apply the principles of Marxism-Lenin- 
ism to concrete reality of one’s own country in so- 
cialist construction. ; 

The creative application of the universal, law- 
ful truth of Marxism-Leninism in conformity with 
the national peculiarities of each country in soci- 
alist revolution and socialist construction is a very 
important question, as the experiences of all the 
socialist countries show. 

Premier Kim Il Sung pointed out: 

‘It is harmful to the cause of socialism to de- 
part from the universal principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, laying too much emphasis on national 
peculiarities, or to apply mechanically the general 
principles of Marxism-Leninism and experiences 
of other countries, ignoring national peculiarities.” 


Our Party has achieved the brilliant successes 
of today in socialist construction by creatively ap- 
plying from the first day of its founding the gen- 
eral principles of Marxism-Leninism to the con- 
crete historic conditions of our country. 


The Statement of the recent Moscow Meeting 
of the Communist and Workers’ Parties pointed 
out that the collective experiences of the entire 
socialist camp had been accumulated on the basis 
of the fulfilment of socialist revolution and socia- 
list construction in each socialist country in 
Europe and Asia. 

The more countries enter upon the road of 
socialism in the future and the more different the 
concrete condition of one country is from the other, 
the more new forms and methods will be created 
and experiences be accumulated in socialist revo- 
lution and socialist construction. And this will be 
a collective contribution to the development of 
the Marxist-Leninist theory. 

Revisionism, as a_ reflection of bourgeois 
ideology, still remains the chief danger in the 
present international labour movement, as pointed 
out repeatedly in the recent Statement. 


The Tito clique of Yugoslavia and other modern 
revisionists and right-wing opportunists, alleging 
that Marxism-Leninism is outmoded, seek to 
smear it and emasculate its revolutionary spirit; 
they vindicate in every way imperialism and its 
policy, spreading illusion about imperialism and 
perpetrate subversive acts against the socialist 
camp and the international communist movement.

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The Sole Way of Rehabilitating 
South Korean Economy 


The Eighth Session of the Second Supreme 
People’s Assembly of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea which was held in November 
last year again discussed the question of promot- 
ing the country’s peaceful unification, unanimous- 
ly affirmed as most reasonable the setting up of 
a Confederation of North and South Korea which 
Premier Kim Il Sung in his report to the meeting 
in honour of the 15th anniversary of the August 
15 Liberation had proposed as a provisional mea- 
sure, and addressed to the South Korean National 
Assembly, government authorities, political part- 
ies, public organizations and people a Letter and 
Recommendations on Realizing Economic and 
Cultural Exchange and Cooperation between North 
and South and Promoting Independent Develop- 
ment of National Economy in South Korea. 


North-South Confederation will enable us to 
effect economic and cultural exchange and co- 
operation between North and South Korea in con- 
formity with the interests of the whole nation, and 
will gradually promote the peaceful unification of 
the country. 


The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
once again urged that, if the South Korean autho- 
rities consider even the Confederation unaccept- 
able, at least an economic commission should be 
formed with representatives of business circles of 
North and South Korea. 


Territorial division greatly impedes the uni- 
fied development of the Korean national economy, 
and especially it has caused the ruins of the South 
Korean economy. 


U.S. colonial enslavement policy and cruel 
plunder have turned South Korea into an append- 
age to the U.S. economy. 


Ruins of the South Korean economy have their 
effect on the people’s living. Millions have become 
Jobless and more than one million peasant families 
are on the verge of starvation. 

South Korean economy and people’s life need 
immediate rehabilitation and relief. 
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To revive the crisis-stricken South Korean na- 
tional economy and rescue the South Korean peo- 
ple from the living hell, it is necessary above all 
to realize North-South economic exchange and co- 
operation. 


Large quantities of raw materials, electric 
power, materials, modern machines and equipment 
are needed to put into operation the factories that 
are standing idle and to put the ruined agricul- 
ture on the right track. 


North Korea has a powerful material founda- 
tion for meeting the needs of the South Korean 
industry and agriculture for raw materials, elec- 
tric power, and modern machines and equipment. 


Under the guidance of the Workers’ Party of 
Korea, the Korean people in the North have set up 
the socialist system free from oppression and ex- 
ploitation, built powerful heavy industry bases 
with their devoted endeavour and laid the foun- 
dation of an independent national economy. 


The firm foundation of the independent national 
economy in the North can serve as a decisive gu- 
arantee in relieving the South Korean economy 
from the colonial clutches and enabling it to make 
an independent development. 


The Recommendations adopted at the recent 
Supreme People’s Assembly session presented the 
programmatic tasks of relieving the South Korean 
economy and_ people’s life from the catastrophic 
situation. 

The Supreme People’s Assembly session expres- 
sed its readiness to bear jointly with the South 
Korean authorities, or if necessary, singlehanded, 
the economic and technical burden in carrying 
out the programmatic tasks of rehabilitating and 
developing the South Korean economy. 


Agriculture 


In the South Korean economy agriculture is 
predominant. Seventy per cent of the total popula- 
tion of South Korea are peasants. Consequently 
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When the barrier between the North and the South is broken down, 


only rapid restoration of agriculture will make 
other branches of the national economy develop 
and stabilize the deteriorated living of the peas- 
ants and the rest of the population. 

But what is the situation of agriculture of 
South Korea? Under the rule of the U.S. imperial- 
ists and the Syngman Rhee clique it has been ut- 
terly dilapidated. Millions of peasants suffer hung- 
er and poverty. 

In view of the situation created in South Korea 
the recent 8th session of the Second Supreme 
People’s Assembly of the D.P.R.K. worked out 
a series of measures for rehabilitating speedily 
the devastated South Korean agriculture and pro- 
viding immediate relief to the poverty-stricken 
peasants by relying on the powerful economic 
foundation built in the northern part and pooling 
together the strength of the North and the South. 

To this end, the problem of land, the basic 
means of agricultural production, should be solved 
above everything else. 

Today the land problem is awaiting its urgent 
solution for the social and economic development 
of South Korea. It is because the rehabilitating 
of the rural economy is inconceivable without 
overcoming the grave consequences of the ‘‘agrari- 
an reform’ conducted by the U.S. imperialists and 
the Syngman Rhee clique. 

Under the South Korean ‘“‘agrarian reform,”

altogether only 560,000 jungbo of land, 240,000 
jungbo formerly owned by Japanese capitalists and 
landlords included, was ‘‘distributed’’ to the peas- 
ants. And it meant 0.3 jungbo to a household on an 
average. But for the 560,000 jungbo of land, the 
peasants were to pay no less than 20 million suk 
of grain in five years. 

To be sure, the South Korean authorities claim- 
ed that the yearly ‘“‘compensation grain for dis- 
tributed land’ would be 30 per cent of the or- 
dinary yield, but, in reality, they collected more 
than 40-50 per cent of a year’s crops, because the 
rate was set by the pre-liberation peak level. Thus 
from the very outset, their “agrarian reform’’ was 
to deceive and plunder the peasantry. On top of 
it, from 1951, the peasants who received the land 
were forced to pay “land acquisition tax’’ in kind. 
So when these two kinds of levies are put to 
gether they amounted to 60-70 per cent of a 
year’s harvest. 

Besides, there are nearly one million peasant 
households with less than 0.5 jungbo of land. 
With all the harvest from such tiny land the 
peasants can subsist on for eight months. In other 
words, they would have no food-grain for more 
than four months a year. 

Ten years have already elapsed but the South 
Korean authorities could not collect all the “com- 
pensation grain’’ even at the point of the bayonet. 
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loads of aid goods will be sent from the North to the South 
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The “distribution of land” is in name only. The 
overwhelming majority of the peasants are 
ground down by unbearably heavy debts. Their 
living condition is worse than the days when they 
were tenani farmers. 

According to the data published by the South 
Korean authorities, the peasants’ debts kept in- 
creasing every year as seen in the following table.

The “agrarian reform’ and the system of ‘‘com- 
pensation grain for distributed land’’ have brought 
about grave consequences. 

In view of the urgent situation in the South 
Korean countryside, the recent Supreme Peo- 
ple’s Assembly session stressed that the collection 
of the “compensation grain for distributed land” 
yet undelivered by the South Korean peasants 
should be cancelled immediately, the balance of 
“farm land price’’ payable to the landlords should 
be borne by the state, and the debts the peasants 
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made to pay the ‘farm land price’’ should be 


redeemed entirely at the state expense. 


The financial outlay for all these measures is 
less than the military expenses spent by the South 
Korean authcrities a year. 


However, the solution of the question of ‘‘com- 
pensation grain for distributed land’’ and all the 
debts connected with it is insufficient to 
rectify the grave consequences of the ‘‘agrarian re- 
form.” 


Tillers should own the land. This is the funda- 
mental principle of a democratic society and due 
right of the peasants. Proceeding from this, the 
recent Supreme People’s Assembly maintained 
that the source of the tenancy system should be 
eradicated in the rural areas. 


It is well known that the tenancy system still 
exists in South Korea openly. All the exist- 
ing tenant farm lands should be bought by 
the government and distributed without compensa- 
tion to the peasants. 

The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
proposed that if the South Korean authorities con- 
sider it too heavy financial burden for them to 
remedy the consequences of the ‘‘agrarian reform,” 
clear off the debts of the peasants, and buy all 
the existing tenant-land and portion it out free of 
charge to the peasants, the government of the 
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Democratic People’s Republic of Korea is willing 
to bear the total funds needed. 


To fully meet the peasants’ urgent demand for 
land, more than 100,000 jungbo of farm land ex- 
propriated by the U.S. imperialists’ aggressive 
troops for military use must be immediately return- 
ed to the peasants, and land reclamation be 
widely undertaken. 

The U.S. imperialists and their stooges have left 
uncultivated some two million jungbo of land in- 
cluding 800,000 jungbo with an incline of less 
than 6 degrees and saline land, river basins, land 
buried under silt and other land suitable for re- 
clamation. Furthermore, the arable land of South 
Korea has decreased by over 200,000 jungbo as 
the land was left in waste. 

The South Korean authorities should have con- 
centrated efforts on the reclamation of land. But 
the U.S. imperialists and their stooges failed to 
do so. 

Consequently, the recent Supreme People’s As- 
sembly session proposed to undertake reclamation 
work by pooling the strength of the North and the 
South, relying on the rich experiences of the north- 
ern part in reclamation work so far undertaken, 
and introducing up-to-date machines and technique 
of the northern part. To this end the session pro- 
posed, above all, to jointly conduct the land sur- 
vey of the Rakdong and Keum River basins, the 
abandoned land in Kangwon and Kyunggi Pro- 
vinces along the military demarcation line and the 
saline land in over 200 places along the western 
coast. Every possible material and technical as- 
sistance will be rendered for the successful im- 
plementation of the projects. When this project is 
carried out the arable land of South Korea will 
increase from the present two million jungbo to 
over three million jungbo within the next six to 
seven years. 

By portioning out the land upturned by the 
state free of charge to the peasants without or with 
little land, the arable land per household should 
be expanded from the present average of 0.9 
jungbo to 1.4 jungbo. Then all the peasants can 
work in the countryside with an easy heart and 
meet their own requirement for provisions, there- 
by enhancing their living rapidly. 

Land amelioration stands out as a burning 
question in South Korea, for 70 per cent of the 
South Korean farm land has been oxidized as a 
result of the negligence of land amelioration and 
wanton application of U.S. made chemical fer- 
tilizer. 


Experiences in the northern part of the Repub- 
lic show that when oxidized land is ameliorated, 
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the per jungbo yield of grain will be increased by 
more than one ton. 

It is necessary to build middle- and small-scale 
lime factories in various areas of South Korea to 
produce a large quantity of slaked lime to neu- 
tralize the oxidized land, and to raise systemati- 
cally the fertility of land by producing fertilizer 
containing organic mineral matter. 

Irrigation, water conservancy and afforestation 
projects are of particular significance for the re- 
habilitation and development of the rural economy 
of South Korea. 

In the light of the extremely limited area of 
arable land, importance of the paddy-field culti- 
vation, and the weather conditions—frequent 
drought in spring and big flood in summer, irri- 
gation is the key-note in raising the per-unit area 
yield of all crops. 

But due to the plundering by the U.S. imperial- 
ists and the Syngman Rhee clique almost all irri- 
gation facilities and river dykes lay devastated. 
At present unirrigated land accounts for 52 per 
cent of the total acreage. 

And it is customary with the South Korean rural 
economy that three days of sunshine brings a 
drought and one day’s rain a flood. Last year alone 
over 500,000 jungbo of land suffered drought, 
typhoon and flood damages. And millions of peas- 
ants are on the verge of starvation. 


Then, are such calamity and misery inevitable? 

We can say ‘“‘no” from the experiences of the 
northern part of the country. Under the same 
weather conditions every year the northern -part 
enjoys a bumper crop. Irrigation has been com- 
pleted in the main _ in the North and 
river-dike projects and afforestation have been 
widely carried out. This prevents natural calami- 
ties. In a few years after the war irrigation pro- 
jects for watering 600,000 jungbo of paddy and 
dry fields were carried out. This figure was five 
times as wide as the acreage irrigated by the 
Japanese imperialists during their rule of 36 years. 
Then a large-scale afforestation and water conser- 
vancy work were done. All this serves to having 
bumper crops every year. In South Korea natural 
calamities can be overcome and rich crops be 
harvested when the existing irrigation system is 
rehabilitated, all paddy fields are put under irri- 
gation, and afforestation and water conservancy 
work done extensively. 


The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
proposed to directly undertake the construction of 
seven large-scale irrigation projects watering 
150,000 jungbo of land including the Yungsan 
River basin for delivering the South Korean peas- 
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ants from severe drought and flood. Particularly, 
in the Rakdong River basin main attention and 
efforts would be directed to prevention of flood 
and construction of irrigation facilities. 

The 700 ri long Rakdong River is the longest 
river second to the Yalu in our country. But for 
centuries afforestation and water conservancy 
were neglected and, as a result, this region suffers 
flood every year causing heavy losses in human 
lives and prcperties. If the proposals of the Su- 
preme People’s Assembly are implemented, the 
Rakdong will be freed from flood, and water the 
land and generate electricity, bringing happiness 
and joy to the people. ; 

It was also proposed to supply, such building 
materials as cement, structural iron, timber, and 
water pumping and power installations and render 
necessary technical assistance for building me- 
dium- and small-scale irrigation and river projects. 

If the South Korean authorities accept these 
proposals and the strength of the North and the 
South is pooled, all these proposed projects can be 
completed in the shortest possible time. Then all 
land will become fertile. No more would the land 
suffer natural calamities. 

However, if the South Korean authorities keep 
imposing, as before, half of the expenses for these 
projects on the peasants or collecting high water 
fees through the water utilization associations, the 
peasants will get no benefits from these projects 
but only burden. Therefore, the recent Supreme 


People’s Assembly session recommended that all — 


irrigation projects should be carried out at the 
government expense and no financial burden be 
imposed upon peasants. 


For the restoration and development of South 
Korean agriculture, the session proposed to sup- 
ply tractors, bulldozers; excavators, lorries and 
various other machines and equipment necessary 
for land reclamation and materials necessary for 
amelioration of saline land in the western coastal 
area. 


It is also important for the development of the 
rural economy to widely introduce up-to-date ma- 
chines and advanced farming methods and devel- 
op farming in a diversified way. 


South Korea is endowed with more favorable 
conditions than North Korea, but its land utility 
and per-unit area yield are lower than the north- 
ern part. When tractors and other latest farm ma- 
chines are used and advanced intensive farming 
is applied as in the northern part, South Korea 
can raise per-unit area yield and apply two-crop 
Cultivation in an all-round way. Then it is easy to 
raise the per-unit area yield of farm crops over 
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two times greater than at present. 

Today in the northern part the allround mechani- 
zation of rural economy is under way and it will 
be realized within two to three Years in all the 
rural villages including remote mountainous areas. 

If South Korea is to mechanize agriculture as 
in the North, it should set up modern farm ma- 
chine factories and at the same time be aided by 
the farm machine manufacturing industry of the 
northern part. 

The recent session of the Supreme People’s As- 
sembly expressed its readiness to supply the 
South with large and small farm machines 
including tractors produced in the North, with a 
view to eradicating the backwardness in South 
Korean agriculture. And tens of theusands of 
draught animals which will be spared with the 
progress of rural mechanization in the northern 
part will be sent to the South Korean poor 
peasants. 

Inasmuch as the peasants have no fund for pur- 
chasing farm machines, state farm machine hire 
stations should be set up to work for the peasants 
at a low fee. 

When these measures are effected much farm 
work can be mechanized in the near future and 
South Korean peasants will be relieved gradually 
from hard and back-breaking labour. 

By strengthening agro-experimental stations 

scientific intensive farming method suitable for the 
climate and natural features of South Korea should 
be actively sought, and widely popularized. 
. Seeds, breed animals, saplings and so on should 
be exchanged between the North and the South, 
joint measures for fighting noxious insects be 
adopted, and valuable experiences in bringing 
about higher yield widely be exchanged. 


To do away with the colonial lopsidedness in 
the South Korean agriculture, the American sur- 
plus agricultural produce should be boycotted, 
and wheat and cotton growing and cocoon pro- 
duction which are on the decline should be boost- 
ed, animai husbandry and fruit growing also be 
encouraged and thus agriculture be developed in 
a many-sided way. 


When all this is done, the gross grain output 
of South Korea will reach the level of 50-60 mil- 
lion suk and the annual share per peasant house- 
hold will be approximately 30 suk and that per 
capita of the total population more than 3 suk. 
Then South Korean agriculture can stand on its 
firm foundation. 


Now when the peasants in the northern part 
rejoice over the bumper harvest and enjoy a happy 
life, the South Korean peasants weep over crop 
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failure and disasters, languish under debts, and 
suffer hunger. 

At an early date the state treasury should pay 
up the debts of the pauper peasants and practice of 
usury prevailing in all parts of South Korea be 
strictly prohibited. And a state agricultural bank 
serving the interests of the peasants should be set 
up for providing the peasants with farming funds 
at a low interest. 

The burden of the peasants should be lessened 
by cutting down the ‘‘land acquisition tax” and 
ruling out all miscellaneous taxes. 

Measures should be taken to prevent the sharp 
fall of the price of agricultural products in South 
Korea resulting from the influx of American sur- 
plus farm produce and to supply the peasants with 
industrial products including chemical fertilizer 
and insecticides at low prices. 

Intermediary exploitation of the peasants by the 

“agricultural association” should be eliminated 
and the “‘asscciation’’ be made an independent co- 
operative organization dealing with the sales of 
agricultural produce and supply of industrial pro- 
ducts for the good of the peasants. 

The state should provide the foodless peasant 
households with grain loans free of interest and 
take immediate measures for Eee calamity- 
stricken peasants. 

When the above fundamental measures are ef- 
fected and pressing problems are solved the South 
Korean peasants will emerge from the depth of 
misery, become rich and enjoy a cultural life. 

The united force of the North and South Ko- 
rean people will certainly ensure a happy, 
bright future. 


Fishing Industry 


To develop South Korea’s fishing industry and 
stabilize the life of the 800,000 South Korean 
fishermen is one of the urgent national tasks. 

Surrounded by sea on three sides, Korea is rich 
in marine resources. For the Korean people, sea is 
a major source of wealth. 

Korean fishermen had freely sailed north and 
south before the U.S. imperialists came to occupy 
South Korea. However, with the U.S. occupation 
of South Korea, Korea’s territory and even her 
seas were cut into two. This gives a fatal blow 
to the South Korean fishing industry. 

Such major fishing ports in South Korea as 
Pohang, Pusan, Inchon, Chinhai and Sokcho have 
been turned into U.S. aggressors’ naval ports and 
famous fishing grounds into U.S. naval training 
grounds. 

Total tonnage of South Korea's, fishing boats 
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has dropped by one fourth compared with the days 
of the Japanese colonial rule. The bulk of the 
fishing vessels are small, worn-out sail boats, and 
engine boats above 50 tons make up only one per 
cent of the entire fishing boats. 

The number of fishing boats is decreasing year 
after year. There was one fishing boat for every 
eight fishermen shortly after the country’s libera- 
tion, but the figure now is one for every twenty- 
Six. 

Needs for fishing nets and tackle are met only 
by 60 per cent, and there is an acute shortage of 
funds—only 25 per cent are available. ~ 


All this has naturally led to the steep drop in 
fish catch. South Korea’s fish catch dropped to 
AO per cent as against the time of the Japanese 
rule. Fish catch per head of the fishing population 
is only 10 per cent of that of North Korea. 


The fishermen’s living is going from bad to 
worse. “Fishing tax,” “ship tax’? and other in- 
creasing levies are weighing down the poor fish- 
ermen. ‘‘Fishery association,’ intermediate tra- 
ders and usurers are vying with each other in 
bleeding the fishermen white. 

Even according to curtailed figures released by 
the South Korean authorities, an average sum of 
debt of a fisherman’s family of South Korea runs 
into more than 100,000 hwan. The poor South 
Korean fishing folk are subsisting on grass and 
bark. 

The picture of fishing industry in the North is 
quite different. . 

Powerful shipbuilding industry and factories 
making fishing tackle and technical equipment have 
been built. Our fishing industry, which in the past 
did not have enough wooden boats, is now pro- 
vided with many large-size engine boats. 

Our country ranks among the world’s leading 
fishery nations in per capita fish catch. 

Provided with such material and technical foun- 


dation, we can offer assistance in speedily rehabi- - 


litating and developing the ruined South Korean 
fishing industry and improving the South Korean 
fishermen’s living. 

The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
proposed North-South interchange and co-opera- 
tion in the fishing industry, too, and suggested that 
necessary measures be taken for developing South 
Korea’s fishery. 

It also proposed the opening of fishing ports and 
grounds of North and South Korea for joint use. 

In the pre-liberation days, South Korean fisher- 
men used to come to, the fishing grounds off Hae- 
ju, Nampo and Uhyong Island of North Pyongan 
Province in North Korea. in gilthead season, and 
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the seasons for trout, cuttlefish, anchovy and 
myongtai would see fishermen from South Korea 
working on the sea off Sinpo, Suho and Chungjin 
together with the fishermen of North Korea. They 
would catch hundreds of thousands of tons of fish 
annually. 

But today our fishermen are prevented from 
freely sailing on the seas off their land, and the 
South Korean fishermen are kept away from the 
world famous fishing grounds in the North. 

There is no barrier for fish shoals on the sea. 
put) fishermen are prevented from freely sailing 
north and south in pursuit of the shoal. Such sit- 
uation must not be allowed to continue. The 
earnest desire of the fishermen in both parts of the 
country to tear down the barrier on the sea must 
be realized at once. All the fishing boats must have 
free access to any grounds in all seasons. 

_ Fishing ports in North and South Korea must be 
opened so as to enable all fishing boats to process 
or sell in time the fish they have caught and get 
the supply of fuel, food and drinking water at the 
near ports. 

The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
proposed the opening of the ports of Chungjin, 
Sinpo, Suho, Wonsan, Kojuh, Haeju, Nampo and 
Shinuijoo in North Korea, and in South Korea the 
ports of Joomoonjin, Woolleungdo, Pohang, Tong- 
yung, Namhai, Ryusoo, Kunsan and Inchon. 

For the restoration of the South Korean fishing 
ports from severe ruins, it is necessary to recondi- 
tion-at an early date Sokcho, Panguhjin, Samchun- 
po, Wando, Chindo, Jeulpo, Dangjin and other 
ports along with the above mentioned fishing ports. 
And an end must be put to the U.S. military use 
of South Korean fishing ports and grounds. _ 


In order to put the South Korean fishing indus- 
try on the right track, it is necessary to overcome 
the shortage of fishing boats, the basic means ‘of 
production in the fishing industry, and improve 
technical equipment of boats. 


_ For solving the question of ships for the..South 
Korean fishermen, they should be provided with 
necessary conditions for catching fish with govern- 
ment boats, and speedily motorizing the sail-boats 
accounting for the overwhelming majority of 
fishing boats in South Korea. 


_ To this erd, big state appropriations should be: 
made for the shipbuilding industry, much energy ~ 


be directed to it, large- and medium-size en- 
gine boats be built in large numbers, and fishing 
tackle be produced in great quantities. | 

The Supreme People’s Assembly session -expres- 
sed the readiness to supply within the next seven 
years according to a yearly plan 700 engine boats 
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including 3,500 ton processing mother boats and 
400-500 ton medium-sized iron clad vessels to 
solve the question of ships for the South Korean 


fishermen, supply hot-bulb engines and diesel 
engines necessary for motorizing sail boats, 
materials necessary for operating shipyards as well 
as the materials for reconditioning fishing ports. 

For higher fish catch, it is necessary to under- 
take extensively pelagic and deep-sea fshery 
along with inshore fishery. 

However, owing to its poor technical equipment, 
South . Korean fishing industry cannot organize . 
pelagic fishing and is placing the fish within its 
reach at the disposal of foreign fishing boats. 

The Supreme People’s Assembly session. propos- 
ed formation of a joint fishing fleet furnished with 
up-to-date equipment with joint expenditure by the 
Chosun Fishery Society in North Korea and the 
Daihan Central Fishery Association in South Ko- 
rea for pelagic and deep-sea fishery. Joint survey 
of aquatic resources, joint shoal detection, ex- 
change of information on the flow of currents and 
sea weather and mutual co-operation in rescue 
work were also proposed. 

For the purpose of early stabilization of the life 
of the poverty-stricken South Korean fishermen, 
the debt of fishermen should be cleared by the 
state and a state fishery bank be set up to grant 
loans to fishermen at a low interest. 

The rate of “‘fishing tax’’ and “‘ship tax’’ should 
be lowered and all impositions on fishermen should 
be abolished; ‘‘fishery association’’ be reorganized 
in such way as to conform with the fishermen’s 
interests: and a fair wage system be introduced 
for fishery workers. j 

These are epochal measures for rehabili- 
tating the South Korean fishing industry from 
bankruptcy and relieving the fishermen from the 
hard-hit life. 


Industry 


A country’s independence, prosperity and de- 
velopment are unthinkable without the foundation 
of national industry. 

The South Korean industry, separated from the 
heavy. industrial centres of North Korea after 
liberation, has been completely subjugated to the 


U.S. monopoly capital due to the U.S. colonial 


enslavement policy. Even those establishments set 
up in South Korea under Japanese imperialist rule 
have been destroyed. 
The South Korean industry lacking key indus- 
trial branches is in a state of total collapse owing 
to the scarcity of raw materials and funds and the 


influx of foreign goods. 
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Compared with North Korea, in 1959 the per 
capita output of the South Korean industry was no 
more than one-fifth in coal, one-tenth in electricity, 
one-one hundred twentieth in pig iron, one-twenty- 
fifth in steel, one-eleventh in cement and one- 
eighteenth in lumber. 

The foundation of the national economy is crum- 
bling. Medium and small enterprises are going 
bankrupt one after another, unemployment keeps 
growing. 

However, South Korea is without an economic 
foundation which can bolster the crumbling na- 
tional industry. 


The only way out of the catastrophic situation 
of the South Korean national industry is the re- 
storation of the severed economic relations with 
the heavy industry of the northern part and re- 
habilitation of the former with the latter’s help. 

The Recommendations of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly on realizing the economic and cultural 
exchange and cooperation between North and 
South Korea and promoting independent develop- 
ment of the national economy of South Korea set 
forth concrete measures for promoting the reha- 
bilitation and development of the South Korean 
economy by relying on the heavy industry of the 
northern part, the valuable capital of our nation, 
and mobilizing all resources and energy of the 
country. 


First of all, the existing factories and mines 
should be ensured full-scale operation and indus- 
trial enterprises be set up so as to wipe out the 
chronic mass unemployment in South Korea with- 
in two or three years. 

A great number of South Korean factories and 
mines are yet to be rehabilitated in full. More- 
over, sixty per cent of all the factories and eighty 
per cent of the mines have suspended or curtailed 
operation. All these factories and mines should 
be rehabilitated at the earliest date and all mea- 
sures be taken immediately for turning their pro- 
duction capacities to full account, 


It is necessary to build medium- and small-scale 


factories in such a way as to promote the inde- 
pendent development of the South Korean indus- 
try. 

To this end, special attention should be directed 
to the establishment and development of fuel- 
power, metal, chemical, building material and ma- 
chine-building industries. é 

The industry of the northern part of the 
Republic can supply all the _ installations, 
equipment and supplies that are urgently needed 
for the rehabilitation of the bankrupt South Ko- 
rean national economy and undertake construction 
of a number of factories. 

The Supreme People’s Assembly session held 
last November offered to construct with our 
equipment and technique the following factories 
urgently needed for the rehabilitation ofthe bank- 
rupt South Korean national economy and supply 
materials demanded by the South Korean economy.

The first question in the development of the 
South Korean national economy is the acute short- 
age of electricity. 

In 1959 the total generating capacity of the 
South Korean hydropower and thermal power 
stations was on an average 190,000 kw. However 
only 116,000 kw., one-third of the demand, 
is consumed due to the huge amount of leakage on 
transmission. 

Electric shortage is forcing many factories to 
suspend or curtail operation, and the population 
of Seoul are leading a literally primitive life with- 
out light as a result of the “limited supply of elec- 
tricity.”’ 

In view of the present capacity of transmission 
lines and _ power reception installations of South 
Korea, the Supreme People’s Assembly offered to 
send in the first year 100,000-150,000 kw. of elec- 
tricity, which surpasses the peak figure of elec- 
tric power transmitted to South Korea in the pre- 
liberation period. 

When new transmission lines are laid, more than 
400,000 kw will be supplied. 

Of course this will not be sufficient for the 
South Korean industry as it grows. 


Consequently, power stations with the total ca- 
pacity of 210,000 kw. should be constructed. 

The investigation on rivers such as the Han, 
Rakdong, Sumjin, and Keum rivers alone shows 
that the hydropower resources in South Korea 
amount to 870,000 kw. Besides, one million kw. 
can be generated by utilizing the tidal power. 


Therefore, if the North and South Korean tech- 
nicians, basing on our experiences in the construc- 
tion of power stations, combine their efforts and 
utilize the large-size turbines produced by 
machine plants and electric appliances plants in 
the northern part, a great amount of electric power 
can be produced. 


When such hydropower resources in South Ko- 
rea are exploited, not only a great amount of elec- 
tricity can be obtained at a low cost without re- 
lying on U.S. installations and petroleum but also 
flood amd drought which bring great sufferings 
to the South Korean peasants be checked. 

South Korea has natural resources and favoura- 
ble geographical conditions necessary for devel-

coping metal industry with a certain foundation. 

In the pre-liberation days there were some steel 
and alloy metal production equipment with a ca- 
pacity of about 100,000 tons in the districts of 
Seoul and Inchon and iron production equipment 
in the Samchuk area. But today there are only 
one steel works and one iron works with a meager 
capacity. Even these works face financial diffi- 
culties. 

The South Korean machine-building industry 
held 72 per cent of Korea’s machine-building in- 
dustry in the pre-liberation years. However, today 
except some munition factories, there are only a 
few repairing shops or accessories manufacturing 
shops with the backward technique. 

The development of metallurgical industry will 
build a foundation of the South Korean machine- 
building industry. Moreover, it will pave the way 
for building new enterprises and developing me- 
dium- and small-scale enterprises. 


In view of the proximity to the raw material 
source an integrate ferrous metallurgical industrial 
base should be laid in the Samchuk area of South 
Korea. Besides, if iron industry is restored and 
granulated iron industry using anthracite is 
developed, it will be possible to produce some 
200,000-250,000 tons of pig iron and granulated 
iron annually. On this basis, if steel production 
equipment and medium- and small-size rolling in- 
staliations are built, and if the existing open-hearth 
installations are rehabilitated, more than 200,000 
tons of rolled steel can be produced. 


When the metal and machine-building industry 
foundations are laid, South Korea can utilize for its 
national economy iron ore and tungsten that the 
U.S. imperialists are plundering at lower prices 
than the world market price. Also it will lead to 
exploiting ferrous, non-ferrous and special ore 
mines. 

The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
proposed to ensure all the industrial installations 
and supplies needed in constructing the South Ko- 
rean key industries. We will supply coal, pig iron, 
rolled structural steel and machine-tools and set 
up mining-machine factories and machine-building 
factories in South Korea. 

Light industry in South Korea with no heavy 
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“industry has been relying mainly on the U.S. sur- 
plus goods for raw materials and equipment. This 
can be proved by the fact that in 1959, out of the 
total value of imports 86.1 per cent were consum- 
-er goods, raw materials and supplies. 

The South Korean textile and spinning indus- 
tries which hold an important position in the manu- 
facturing industry rély almost totally on imported 
raw cotton, staple fibre and rayon yarn, while the 
-chemical industry producing mainly daily neces- 
-saries and cosmetics is fed with U.S. raw materials. 

The Choongjoo fertilizer factory, the construc 
tion of which started five years ago and now is 
said to hav2 been completed, is yet to produce any 
fertilizer, while a large quantity of expensive U.S. 
‘fertilizers have been imported every year to bleed 
the peasants white. 

Notwithstanding the abundant raw material for 
chemical industry such as caustic soda, synthetic 
resin, sulphuric acid, lime stone, silica, etc., South 
Korea’ imports every year cement, carbide, and 
-even sheet glass. 

The chemical industry in the North produces 
thundreds of kinds of organic and inorganic chemi- 
cals meeting fully the home requirement and a 
darge quantity of them are exported. 

The recent Supreme People’s Assembly session 
pointed out that the northern part can supply to 
the southern part caustic soda, sulphuric acid, 
‘nitric acid, hydrochloric acid, bleaching powder, 
vinalon, vinyl chloride, synthetic resin, artificial 
fibre, insecticides and medicines with a view to 
ensuring the operation of the South Korean medi- 
um- and small-scale enterprises which suffer pice 
an acute shortage of raw materials. 

Along with the above-mentioned measures, it is 
necessary to organize a rational division of labour 
between the North and South Korean industries 
for creating favorable conditions for a coordinated 
-development in the future. 

Appropriate division of labour and close Cco- 
operation will be possible, for instance, between 
‘the South Korean mining industry and metallurgi- 
cal industry of the North, between the South Ko- 
‘rean salt industry and the North Korean chemi- 
cal industry, and between -the North and South 
‘Korean machine-building industries. 

The receit Supreme People’s Assembly session 
‘proposed io. supply to South Korea all the ma- 
‘terials, machines and equipment at cheaper prices 
than the world market prices, and especially offer 
‘to the medium. and small enterprisers materials, 
‘machines and equipment on_ yearly in- 
stallments 2r on the condition of deferred payment. 

It is necessary to build medium- and small-scale 
light industrial factories in South Korea along with 
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the construction of large-scale factories to be fin- 
anced by the Government. 

Medium- and small-scale industry will promote 
greatly the restoration of the national economy 
in a short space of time by utilizing locally ob- 
tainable funds and materials. ; 

For the development of the medium- and small- 
scale industry raw materials and supplies must 
be ensured. A state industrial bank serving the 
medium- and small-scale industry should be set up 
to provide long-term loans at a low interest, and 
a state subsidy system be widely enforced for 
the promotion of the national industry. 

The root cause of marketing difficulties in South 
Korea lies in the people’s poverty. To keep mov- 
ing the commodities which are insignificant in 
volume the purchasing power of the working mas- 
ses should be increased. 

To this end, it is necessary to take measures 
without delay for raising wages of workers im- 
mediately at least to the level of minimum living 


expenses, put an end to the practice of keeping 
wages in arrears and lighten markedly all kinds 


of burdens shouldered by workers and the rest 
of the population. 


Furthermore, if the predatory U.S. price system 
is done away with, and measures are taken for 
stabilizing the price and checking thoroughly the 
influx of U.S. surplus goods and other foreign 
goods, the prices will be stabilized in a short time. 

The economic exchange and mutual coopera- 
tion between North and South Korea can be re- 
alized only through free trade between the North 
and South: 


The Supreme People’s Assembly proposed to 
the South Korean authorities that with a view to 
‘ensuring a lively trade of goods between North 
and South Korea close commercial ties be estab- 
lished. The trade between the North and the South 
will help towards tearing down the economic bar- 
riers between the two parts of Korea. 

For ensuring smooth economic exchange, the 
ties of the North and the South-should be restored 
at once in the fields of transport: and communica- 
tions. : 

~ When the arteries and nerve system of the 
fatherland, which have ceased to work between the 
North and the South for fifteen years, start. work- 
ing again, the kindred affection of our nation 
will begin pulsating powerfully. 

The economic. assistance of, North Korea will 
bring life to the gloomy industrial. districts and 
mining villages of South Korea, water the parched 
fields with the new. irrigation projects and invi- 
gorate the national economy.

SCIENTISTS SHOULD POOL TALENT AND 
ENERGY 


All times throughou} the East and 
West it has been established that a 
country’s rise and fall is greatly de- 
pendent upon the development of 
its science and culture in the frame 
of social and economic structure of 
the nation. 


To reduce the Korean people to 
colonial slaves, the U.S. imperialists, 
from the very first days of their oc- 
cupation of South Korea, have forced 
a colonialist policy not only in the 
political, economic and_ military 
domains, but also in the scientific and 
cultural domains.

including the Golden Buddha of the 
Silla dynasty. 

The beautiful customs and mann- 
ers of the Korean people handed 
dcwn to us through thousands of 
years are being violated by the cor- 
rupt “American way of life" flooding 
the South Korean society.

First Year of the Seven-Year Plan

and efflorescence of the national culture. 

This year, the first year of the Seven-Year Plan, 
the Korean people who have scaled the first peak 
of socialist construction by their hard battle, will 
further develop the machine-building industry so 
as to ensure overall technical reconstruction of 
the national economy, especially concentrate on 
the productien of machines and equipment needed 
for stepping up the mechanization of farming and 
fishing industry, rapidly develop chemical indu- 
stry in order to steeply increase the output of 
chemical fertilizers, and create firm raw material 
base for light industry. Meanwhile, fire will conti- 
nuously be cencentrated on developing the mining 
industry so as to meet the demands for minerals. 
Efforts will also be made to reinforce the produc- 
tion establishments in metal and power industries. 

With a view to further accelerating the mecha- 
nization of agriculture, this year we will further 
step up the production of farm machines, espe- 
cially we must rapidly increase the production of 
tractors. This year 2,900 large- and medium-sized 
tractors, 4,600,small-sized tractors, 500 lorries 
and a great number of trailing farm machines will 
be supplied to the countryside.

Production of chemical fertilizers will reach 
upwards of 600,000 tons this year.

Workers engaged in the production of super- 
phosphate fertilizer at the Nampo Smeltery, and 
workers of the Soonchun Lime-Nitrogenous 
Fertilizer Factory and of the Bongoong Chemical 
Factory are also doing well in their effort to 
increase chemical fertilizer output.

Then the factory will give us 
annually 20,000 tons of vinalon,

our light industry. 


Efforts will be made to continuously expand 
textile industry, develop foodstuff processing 
industry and decisively step up the production of 
articles of daily use. 


This year we will produce fabrics and knitted 
goods from vinalon; mechanize local industries:

material resources; and manufacture in large 
quantities gabardine and material for coats.

It is planned that next year the 
conveyor system will be introduced 
in the assembly work and process- 
ing work will be automated. Then 
our factory will become an auto- 
mated one. I'm confident that 
workers and technicians of our fac- 
tory will successfully carry out this 
task. 


As | watch another hope-filled 
year coming in, my thoughts also 
turn io the technical workers in the 
southern part of the country. 


Our colleagues in South Korea are 
facing the New Year with no jobs 
and in hunger and destitution. The 
technical personnel of the North are 
thinking only about new renovation 
for the prosperity of the country, 
and they are seething with fresh en- 


thusiasm. But the scientists and tech- 
nical personnel in the South can 
hardly find a way to sustain them- 
selves. More than 40,000 intellectu- 
als are jobless in South Korea, and 
every year 80 per cent of the col- 
lege and university graduates swell 
the ranks of the unemployed.

Our co-op is greeting the New 
Year with big hopes not just be- 
cause it is customary to greet every 
new year with fresh prospects. 

We had the biggest crop last 
year, thanks to the consistent policy 
of the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
the Government for the develop- 
ment of rural economy. 

This year our countryside will be- 
come more abundant. Because we 
have the firm material and technical 


foundation that we built and. the 
correct . agricultural. policy of the 
Party. 

It is expected that the overall 
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technical revolution will put stress 
on the mechanization of agriculture 
and more farm machines will find 
their way to the countryside. We 
will receive a greater amount of 
chemical fertilizers than last year. 

Under the circumstances, we are 
greeting the New Year with a firm 
resolution to leap forward on Two- 
Chullima. 

During the past year, our co-op 
members received shares of 3 tons 
and 410 kg-in grains and 430 won in 
cash. per -household. But we are 
starting this year with a programme 
for greater production, a 75 per cent 


increase over last year, Of. course, 
this is a big programme. é' 

To this end, we must not let eve 
ene inch of land lie idle. 

Last year, as Premier Kim H] Sung 
instructed, we concentrated main 
strength on farming with. stress on 
grain. More than 20 jungbo of new 
land was reclaimed, oxidized land 
was improved and the land utility 
was raised by 60 per cent. 

As we did last year, we'll direct 
our main strength to farming, convert 
50 jungbo of non-paddy fields into 
paddy fields. Altogether we'll re- 
claim over 80 jungbo of land, then 
raise the land utility to 190 per cent. 
Besides, we intend to improve the 
oxidized land. 

During the past year, besides 
chemical prepared 
some 20,000 tons of compost. But we 
hcpe to collect 36,000 tons of com- 
post this year to apply 50 tons per 
jungbo of paddy fields and 30 tons 
for non-paddy fields. 

In rice cultivation, on about 70 
per cent of the paddies we will use 


fertilizers we 


cold-bed seedlings with over 250: 
stalks every pyung. 
Besides,, we will double our. or- 


chards and mulberry fields, not for- 
getting livestock breeding. To do 
ali this we will be in need of much 
labour, but we see our way clear in 
solving the labour problem. 

Last year, thanks to the country’s 
powerful industry and the positive 
aid of the workers we enjoyed 
great benefit from machines: 95 per 
cent of ploughing was done by ma- 
chines, as well as almost all the 
loading and unloading work, fodder 
cutting and crushing. 

We expect to get more tractors 
and more farm machines, medium 
and small. Machines will do more 
work for us this year, so the work 
will become easier and more plea- 
sant. ; 

Indeed, as peasants of the era of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, we 
undertake this year's farming. For us 
today is beiter than yesterday,. To- 
morrow will bring still greater hopes 
and happiness to us. Yet, there is 


ey 


one thing which preys upon our 
hearts. 

There are numerous farmers in the 
South who are hungry though they 
work their fingers to the bone to 
raise crops. Our hearts ache when 
we fthink of them who are 
loaded down with debts of 180 
billion hwan. They must be relieved 
from the predicament. They must be- 
ceme, like us, masters of the land, 
and they must be made to work in 
a mechanized countryside not know- 
ing crop failure. Then, what stands 
in the way of their enjoying such 
life? The U.S. imperialists and their 
puppets. Our Government put for- 
ward on several occasions measures 
for relieving the South Korean peas- 
ants. Particularly, the recent session 
of the Supreme People’s Assembly 
laid down practical measures for 
saving the South Korean peasants 
from the living hell, and for restor- 
ing the ruined agriculture. 

The South Korean peasants can 
enjoy a happy life as we do only 
when these measures are translated 
into reality. 

I think the peasants in South Ko- 
rea should unite themselves and 
wage a struggle for the realization 
of these measures.

It is our goal to harvest 6 tons 
of rice, 3.5 tons of corn, 800 kg of 
bean from one jungbo.

Land 
reclamation and_ soil-improvements 
are going on as planned. Already 
more than half of the quota set for 
compost has been met.

T HE 8th Session of the Second Supreme People’s Assembly 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea held last November 
summed up the great victory scored in carrying out the First Five- 
Year Plan.

Our country, a former colonial and semi-feudal society, has 
been turned into a sccialist country where exploitation and poverty 
are unknown. 

During the Five-Year Plan the industrial production increas 
ed at an average annual rate cf 45 per cent. According to the pre- 
liminary data, the last year’s total industrial output value increas- 
ed 3.5-fold compared with 1956, or 1.3 times the 1961 produc- 
tion level originally envisaged in the Five-Year Plan. 

This means that we produce in a single year 1.5 times as 
much industrial goods.as produced in the Three-Year Plan period 
and in 40 days as much industrial goods as produced in the whole 
year of 1944 under Japanese imperialist rule. 

A great leap was made also in the qualitative development 
of industry. Under Japanese imperialist rule our country could 
hardly make even simple tools or spare parts. But we have laid 
the strong base of heavy industry with the machine-building indus- 
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the First Five-Year Plan 


try as the core and can equip all branches of the 
national economy with new techniques. 


We have produced an 8-metre turning lathe, a 
3,000-ton press and various other heavy machines. 

Now more than 3,000 tractors and more than 
3,000 lorries are turned out annually. 


Our country, which had no light industrial 
foundation, now produces annually 187 million 
metres of fabrics, or 135 times the pre-liberation 
figure, and a rich variety of consumer goods. 
There are some 10,000 stores throughout the coun- 
try, well-stocked with home-made goods. 


Epoch-making changes were also made in the 
field of rural economy. 


In the co-operativized countryside irrigation and 
electrification have been completed in the main 
and mechanization is being pushed ahead. 


Our countryside has become a rich, socialist 
one, where life-giving water is flowing through 
fertile land, where the peasants sing of bumper 
crops, where machines do the work and electric 
lights are shining. 


In our country the total agricultural output 
increased 1.5 times in the last four years and last 
year the grain output increased more than 
1,400,000 tons compared with 1944, despite very 
unfavorable weather conditions.

HE American monopoly capital has been infil- 
T trating into South Korea in various forms 
sich. as: *“aid:’,,.““loan”’;. etc. 


The U.S. monopoly capital, it is claimed, ‘‘vita- 
lizes’’ the South Korean economy and “‘goes a long 
way’ towards improving the people’s living. 

But does it? No, even a simpleton would not 
believe that. 

Some time ago even the American newspaper 
Wall Street Journal wrote that though South Ko- 
rea had more than 4,000 million dollars of econo- 
mic and military aid since the war, it was now fac- 
ing an economic crisis. 

The economic catastrophe in South Korea is the 
offspring of the U.S. “‘aid’’. The U.S. capital is a 
means of aggression aimed at subjugating and 
plundering other nations. 

In exporting capital U.S. imperialists employ 
two forms—the state monopoly capital and private 
capital. 

The so-called U.S. ‘‘aid’”’ is, in fact, used to pave 
the road for large inflow of American monopoly 
capital to those countries receiving the “‘aid.” It is 
well known that the U.S. government renders its 
so-called ‘‘aid’’ to put a yoke on the recipient 
country militarily and economically. But in South 
Korea it is more revealing than any other places. 

Using their “‘aid’’ as a bait, the U.S. imperial- 
ists concluded a series of aggressive “‘treaties’’ and 
“agreements’’ with the South Korean puppet 
regime. With these ‘“‘treaties’’ and ‘‘agreements”’ 
the U.S. imperialists rule South Korea militarily, 
politically and economically. 

As the Indonesian Times pointed out, South 
Korea is literally a U.S. satellite sustained by the 
American arms and dollars. U.S. Embassy, the 


U.S.O.M. and the Joint Economic Commission 
rule all economic activities and finance of the 
puppet regime. 

The U.S. imperialists have monopolized the 


South Korean markets by dumping U.S. surplus 
goods in the name of “‘aid,’’ thus accelerating the 
decline of the national economy. 

Even according to the official U.S, government 
sources, from the time it first occupied South Ko- 
rea up to September 1959, the United States 
dumped surplus goods worth 2,400 million dollars 
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20-30 per cent higher than the world market price. 
U.S. coal and fertilizer were sold in South Korea 
100-170 per cent higher than the world market 
prices. 

The South Korean foreign trade, too, is under 
strict control of the U.S. imperialists who ship 
out tungsten, copper and so forth. at prices lower 
than production cost. 

Such being the case, the South Korean national 
economy is going bankrupt. In this connection, the 
South Korean journal Shintaiyang wrote that the 
inflow of the U.S. surplus goods into South Korea 
brings death to the middle and _ small-scale enter- 
prises and that the number of bankrupt factories 
had already reached more than 4,000. 

The same picture is found in the field of key in- 
dustries as well. The influx of the U.S. steel and 
iron products forces the Samhwa Iron Works and 
Inchon Open-hearth Shop of Taihan Heavy In- 
dustry to undergo a chronic crisis. 

In chemical and foodstuff industries the situation 
is little different. The Booksam Chemical ‘Factory 
and the Chosun Chemical Fertilizer Co. were forc- 
ed to close down because of the U.S. fertilizers. 

The U.S. surplus farm produce has also caused 
the decline of South Korean agriculture. The U.S. 
government forces U.S. grain and raw cotton on 
the South Korean people, which brings down the 
prices of native-grown produce. As a result, the 
peasants every year suffer a loss of 80 billion ° 
hwan! Compared with the closing years of the 
Japanese rule the wheat output decreased by 40 
per cent and other grain by 60 per cent, and 
cotton production shrank below. one-fifth. At 
present South Korea imports from the U.S. 98 per 
cent of the raw cotton it needs. In the past it could 
produce 85 per cent of the cotton needed. 

South Korea has been’ turned from a. grain- 
exporting area into a grain-importing area. 

The plunder by the U.S. imperialists does not 
stop here. They control the money from the sale 
of their surplus goods and _ utilize it for ruling 
the South Korean finance and _ circulation of 
money. They invest the money from the sale of 
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their ‘‘aid’’ goods, called ‘‘counterpart funds’’, to 
finance the puppet regime for expanding “enpai 
strength. 


The military and police expenditure: takes up 
more than 70 per cént of South Korea’s annual 
budget, the absolute sum of military and police 
expenditure having increased 3.6 times during the 
past six years. Along with this, the U.S. imperi- 
alists:are compelling the puppet government to 
practise ‘strict. austerity’’ so as to choke the 
money:.circulation. 


The South — ‘Korean puppet regime under the 
Manipulation ‘of its master, the U.S. imperialists, 
curtails all the’ non- military expenditures on the 

retext of ‘‘balancing the budget” or ‘“‘loan 

within. the limit of the budget.’’ It systematically 
teduces the outlay for the improvement of the peo- 
ple’ $ living: Notably, only 13 per cent of the total 
funds earmarked for loans are made available to 
middle- and small- Scale factories and mills which 
account for 99 per cent of the South Korean in- 
dustrial enterprises and 66 per cent of the gross 
industrial output. As a result, 80 per cent of the 
middle-, ‘and small-scale enterprises secure loans 
from usurers at. 20-30 per cent interest. Many of 
them have, already gone bankrupt.

try, which holds the largest proportion in indus- 
try, was replaced with outmoded U.S. looms. 


Electric industry and railways as well as mill- 
ing and sugar refining were made dependent on 
the ‘American thachines, fuel, raw materials and 
tedhnique. But technique which the U.S. monopo- 
ly capitalists introduced in South Korea is only an 
dutdated one. The Samchuk Thermal-Power Sta- 
tion was ‘built by the Americans. But it is equipp- 
ed’ ‘with machinery used some 30 or 40 years ago 
in’ the U.S. And the construction of the Choong- 
joo Fertilizer Factory which they have lauded as 
a’ “symbol of aid” serves as a typical example in 
this respect. ‘It was scheduled to be commission- 
éd‘about two and a half years ago. Yet up to this 
date, it cannot produce a gram of fertilizer. 


‘Today, thé: gross industrial output of South Ko- 
rea'iS reduced to half that at the end of the Jap: 
a#nese rule, and’ agriculture is moré fragmentized 
ihafi Before, with the result that grain: yield has 
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dwindled to 70 per cent of that at the end of the 
Japanese rule. 


The South: Korean economy as a whole has lost 
completely its independence and has been turned 
into an appendage of American industry and 
agriculture. South Korea imports from the Unit- 


_ed States 80 per cent of structural steel, timber, 


cement, and other major raw materials and sup- 
plies. Besides, all bituminous coal, raw cotton, 
rayon yarn and caustic soda have to be shipped in 
from the U.S. No wonder then even the South 
Korean newspaper Sanup Kyungje Shinmoon 
commented that long ago South Korea was turn- 
ed into a typical U.S. colony. 


The total collapse of the South Korean economy 
has plunged the people’s living into dire straits. 
The number of the unemployed and semi-unemploy- 
ed accounts for over one half of able-bodied people 
of South Korea and every year over one million 
peasant households run out of food. 

According to South Korean publications, at 
present in North and South Cholla Provinces and 
North and South Kyungsang Provinces and other 
rural areas, the hunger-stricken peasants quit 
their native places in groups of 100, or 500. 
Many women and girls sell their bodies to get a 
few pennies for food. 


The South Korean Haptong Tongshin report- 
ed that the South Korean economy would undergo 
the greatest crisis since the war from the close of 
1960 and the next year. 

The South Korean paper Sanup Kyungje 
Shinmoon in its editorial dated October 15, 1960 
‘said: ‘‘Now the national economy is in a de- 
plorable state with no prospect of an independent 
economy due to the fact that the economy of the 
Republic of Korea has been dependent on the 
U.S. military ‘aid’, in other words, ‘aid for de- 
fence.” 

The present catastrophic situation in South 
Korea is an inevitable consequence of the U.S. 
occupation of South Korea and its policy of 
economic aggression pursued under the name of 

“aid.” 

It is an open secret that the U.S. “aid: is_al- 
ways accompanied by bankruptcy and subjugation. 

There is only one way for the South Korean e- 
conomy to be relieved from the present catas- 
trophe. . 

The way is to rely on the powerful economic 
fotindation built in the northern part rejecting 
U.S. ‘‘aid’’ and the inflow of U.S. monopoly capit- 
a! and putting an end to the occupation of South 
Korea by the U.S. aggressive troops. 
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Agriculture Scored Big Success 


During the past year great changes took place 
in our rurai economy. 


In the field of agriculture the tasks set for the 
adjusting period have been successfully imple- 
mented under the leadership of the Workers’ Par- 
ty of Korea. Now the brilliant results of farming 
in 1960, a year of great victory, is summed 


up. 


Designating the year 1960 as a year of adjust- 
ment in the development of the national economy, 
the Workers’ Party of Korea set down a series of 
tasks before agriculture: To do everything to boost 
up grain output by pushing forward mechaniza- 
tion, increase the vegetable yields, develop 
stock-breeding, and further promote the cultiva- 
tion of oil-bearing plants and industrial crops as 
wel]. as porniculture and sericulture. 


Thanks to the unbending labour struggle of the 
entire members of the agricultural co-operatives 
the noble tasks were implemented with credit. 


All the countryside, busy with settlement of 
accounts for distribution, is seething with joy 
over the biggest crops that the country had seen 
in many a decade. 


Last year’s grain harvest reached 3,803,000 
tons. This figure means surpassing by 1.4 times 
the peak level of the prewar years or double the 
yield in 1946, the following year after the coun- 
try’s liberation. The grain production goal set for 
the First Five-Year Plan was reached one year 
ahead of schedule. Also big successes were regist- 
ered in vegetable and industrial crops cultivation 


and in the fields of live-stock breeding, fruit-grow- 


ing, and sericulture. 


The great results that the entire agricultural 
co-operatives attained under the wise guidance of 
the Party Central Committee and with the aid ren- 
dered by the powerful country’s heavy industry, 
constitute another living testimony to the correct- 
ness of the agricultural policy of the Party. Parti- 
Cularly they are the fruits borne out of the Chung- 
Sanri-method that Comrade Kim II Sung person- 
ally established.

Great changes the countryside underwent during 
the past year sprang from the Chungsanri village, 
Kangsu County, South Pyongan Province. 


For implementing the decisions of the Enlarged 
December (1959) Plenum of the Party Central 
Committee, Premier Kim Il Sung guided persona!- 
ly the work of the Party organizations of Chung; 
sanri and Kangsu County. 


It was there that Comrade Kim I] Sung showed 
how the main links were to be grasped in tackling 
the problems arising at the present juncture in the 
country’s socialist construction and in the devel- 
opment of Party work, and then elucidated how 
the problems could be solved. 


By his concrete instructions in the improvenient 
of the work of managing and guiding the socialist 
economy and the Party work method and work 
style, Premier Kim Il Sung blazed the path to be 
taken particularly by the entire membership of the 
country’s agricultural co-ops and one bedi 
in the field of rural economy. : 


To implement Premier Kim Il Sung’s instruc- 
tions many Party and Government leaders visited 
on several occasions agricultural co-ops in all parts 
of the country and gave on-the-spot guidance. 


Reforms took place in the work method of the 
county Party committees and people’s committees 
following the words of Premier Kim I] Sung. 


Party and Government workers. went to: rural 
villages to work and live with co-op members. 
They made the co-op members acquaint with the 
Party policy and educated them perseveringly 
by. positive examples. Thus a new trend came 
into being. Everyone, as a comrade, in the revolu- 
tion, is willing to learn from others and share with 
others what he knows, and all join forces and 
put together wisdom for translating the Party e8 
cies into reality. 

Closer approach of the county leadership to the 
agricultural co-operatives shattered the establish- 
ed old practice in some lowest units’ that hindered 
implementation of the Party policy, made the 
masses fully acquaint with the intention, of ithe. 
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Party, and materialized with greater vitality the 
Party policy in actual life. 


Premier Kim Il Sung’s instructions which called 
for deciding priority in the work based on a care- 
ful study and scientific calcul@tions and for con- 
centrating strength on the main link have been 
successfully realized. 


In a short span of time, the work-teams which 
numbered 44,442 were reorganized into 35,758 
to suit the existing conditions. The improved land 
utility expanded the sown area, rational labour 
organization raised the labour productivity, thus 
concentrating main strength on farming with grain 
output as the centre. 


The role of the co-op management committee as 
the householder of ri in running the collective life 
of the peasants was also enhanced. Moreover, the 
better planning by the management committee and 
heightened democracy in the co-op played a great 
factor in achieving such great results in the coun- 
try’s agriculture during the past year. 


In accordance with the wish of the co-op mem- 
bers, work norms by different grades were reex- 
amined and in every work-team a group was organ- 
ized to evaluate the workdays the members put in. 
Evaluation of workdays was timely made according 
to the quantity and quality of the work done, and 
a reward system was inaugurated for the work- 
teams that .had. overfulfilled their quotas, thus es- 
tablishing firmly the principles of socialist distri- 
bution. 


. Out of.the total work hands of the country’s a- 
gricultural co-operatives more than 80-90 per cent 
were directed to farming, the main task of the co- 
operatives. 


..The entire..Party concentrated its strength on 
aiding the rural districts. 


‘Steel workers waged a vigorous struggle for en- 
suring steel products, machine-building workers 
for tractors, trucks, medium and small farm ma- 
chines, and chemical industry workers for ferti- 
lizers and insecticides. 


In response to the appeal of the Party and the 
leader more than 3,000 agro-technicians went to 
the countryside. 


During the past year the worker-peasant alli- 
ance was further cemented and the relations of so- 
cialist production won in the countryside were fur- 
ther strengthened rock-like. 


The wise policy of the Party, which put the es- 
tablishment of overall irrigation system and forest- 
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ry and water conservancy work in the most impor- 
tant place in the technical revolution in the coun- 


tryside showed its vitality in the past year’s 


farming. 


Last year the weather of our country was mark- 
ed with severe drought and heavy rainfall. As a 
result, a crop failure was brought to the South 
Korean countryside, the prey of U.S. imperialism. 


According to even the minimized figures of 
South Korea, more than 352,000 jungbo of farm 
lands were inundated or washed away last August 
and September because of flood and typhoon. 


Despite the unfavourable weather, the northern 
part of the same territory enjoyed the biggest 
bumper crops that our country ever saw. 


The mechanization of agriculture, set down by 
the Party as the main task of the adjustment 
period, was successfully pushed ahead in all parts 
of the mountainous areas, not to speak of plain 
areas, in conformity with the realities of the coun- 
try. Consequently, at the early spring plough- 
ing time the countryside received more tractors, 
trucks, farm machines, in addition to power-run 
or animal-drawn seeders, weeders, and harvesters. 


Last year the number of tractors increased from 
8,050 to 12,500, trailing farm machines from 
23,000 to 49,000, and a great number of other 
farm machines and implements were supplied to 
the countryside. The work done by farm-machine 
stations increased 2.2 times as compared with the 
previous year. 

As a result, all field work was ensured in time 
and in quality, the two-crop areas, both dry and 
paddy, expanding 2.5 times more than in 1959. 

In the South Pyongan and South Hwanghai pro- 
vinces alone, six million man-days were saved 
through mechanization of agriculture and 7,800 
cows freed from work to be milked. 


The mechanization of 
gradually expanding from ploughing to sowing, 
furrowing, weeding, harvesting and all other 
work. In particular, it is being introduced widely 
into the sphere of stock-breeding—in cutting, 
grinding and processing fodders. 


In consequence, the labour of the peasants has 
become easier and more joyful and their labour 
productivity has been enhanced markedly. 

Much success was recorded in the work of ac- 
quiring new arable lands by remaking nature, and 
of taking good care of and making a better use 
of the acquired lands. The acreage of arable lands, 
the basic means of production in agriculture, was 
expanded. Last year the acreage of arable land 


the rural economy is 
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increased by more than 103,000 jungbo, and the 
land utility was raised by 74 per cent. 


The work of ensuring an enormous amount of 
compost and improving the oxidized lands was car- 
ried out successfully. As a result, the fertility of 
the co-op lands was raised and big changes were to 
be noted in soil composition. 


The peasants, whose enthusiasm for greater out- 
put hit a high mark, waged struggle for tapping 
resources for preparing better-quality composts. 


In cities and provinces a mass movement was 
initiated to aid the countryside. And everywhere 
co-op members made use of carbide ashes and or- 
ganized widely the production of slaked lime for 
improving the oxidized soil, an aftermath of plun- 
der by the Japanese imperialists. 


In view of the fact that arable land is 
limited the principle of proper crop on proper soil 
was ensured with due consideration to different 
soil conditions. 


As more mechanization was done, the peasants 
have had some extra hands, and could race against 
time in the farm work. 


Transplantation and sowing were done about 
twenty days earlier than usual. Moreover, the peas- 
ants took good care of the crops, weeding all pad- 
dy and non-paddy fields five to six times. 


Corn and bean were planted on a big scale as 
the after-crop of wheat, and the areas under two- 
crop and mixed or inter-row cultivation system 
were expanded, raising the land utility by 74 per 
cent, an increase of 23 per cent over the previous 
year:

The development of agro-science and growth 
in the number of agro-technicians served to the ex- 
tensive introduction of advanced farming methods. 


During the year, the popular cold-bed seedling 
method as well as the growing of cotton by 
the humus-pot method were developed further. The 
method of producing organic mineral fertilizers 
was spread all over the country. The intensive 
farming method advanced by the Party was put 
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Growth 
of Total 


( estimate) 


into practice in all parts of the country and the 
scientific manuring was done on the basis of the 
nation-wide soil survey. 

Compared with 1959, last year the average 
per jungbo yield throughout the country increased: 
paddy field rice by 11 per cent, corn by 17 per 
cent, bean by 15 per cent. 

Especially last year 2,160,000 tons of vegeta- 
bles, that is, two times as much as in 1956 were 
produced and their variety further increased. As 
a result, fresh vegetables are being. supplied 
throughout all seasons to the entire population of 
our country including those in urban communities 
and worke‘s’ settlements. 

Considerable progress was noted in the field 
of stock-breeding. 

A firm fodder base was created, the system of 
raising pedigree animals was_ established, ad- 
vanced stock-breeding technique was widely in- 
troduced, and facilities for processing fodder were 
improved. All this serves to establishing a firm 
foundation for the further development of animal 
breeding. 

As of September 1 last year cattle increased 


45 


1.4-fold, pigs 1.9-fold, sheep and goats 2.2-fold 
and fowls 3.3-fold as against the end of 1956, and 
the output of meat last year was about 2.7 times 
that in 1956. 


With the promotion of mechanization of the rural 
economy, more Korean cows are being made to 
give milk, and as of September 1, 1960 the head 
of the Korean cows being milked increased to 
over 17,700. 


Special mention should be made of the fact that 
in animal husbandry rabbit breeding and bee rais- 
ing have made a giant stride. Compared with the 
end of 1956, as of September 1 last year the num- 
ber of rabbits jumped 26 times, the number of 
beehives increased 4 times and output of honey 
2.1 times. 


The area of paddy and dry fields sown to fod- 
der crops by means of before-crop has already re- 
ached 196,000 jungbo and such excellent metheds 
as making fodder by fermenting pulverized hay, 
grain stalks and various other coarse fodders are 
popularized widely. 


This will constitute a guarantee for greater ani- 
mal products this year. 


In the field of pomiculture the nation-wide 
movement for increasing the acreage under fruit 
trees from 14,000 to 100,000 jungbo has been 
carried on successfully. Per jungbo yield of fruit 
increased to 12.8 tons and gross yield to 150,000 
tons. 


In the field of sericulture tussur and Eri silk- 
worm together with mulberry silkworm have been 
raised on a large scale. 


The rural economy of our country, once so back- 
ward as being unable to satisfy even food require- 
ments, has now turned into a developed many-sid- 
ed economy capable of not only fully meeting the 
needs for grain but supplying the working people 
with a considerable amount of meat, vegetables and 
fruits, and feeding industry with plenty of raw 
materials. We must also emphasize the fact that in 
developing the socialist rural economy, the role 
of state agro-stock farms has been greatly raised. 


Today our state agro-stock farms introduce ac- 
tively the achievements attained by the advanced 
agro-technique. The state agro-stock farms play an 
important role in supplying meat, milk, eggs, ve- 
getables, fruits, etc. to the working people in cities 
and workers’ settlements. 

All the great successes scored in every field 
of agriculture serve to improving radically the 
living standard of the country’s peasants. 

The average share per co-op member family 
reached 2.1 tons of grain and over 300 won in 
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cash. In South Pyongan Province, over 570 -co- 
ops will give out to each co-op member household 
on an average over 2.5 tons of grain and over 300 
won in cash. It is estimated that over 4,700 mem- 
bers of the big family of the Yuldoosamchunri 
Agricultural Co-op in the County of Sookchun will 
deliver or sell no less than 112,000 kamani (one 
kamani=—60 kg) of grain to the state, after leaving 
a liberal sum for a year’s provisions. The share of 
the co-op members in the mountainous areas of 
North Pyongan and Kangwon Provinces and of the 
intermountain areas like the Kaesong district was 
also increased unprecedentedly. 


In Changsung County, North Pyongan Province, 
where, the peasants had for centuries gruel as re- 
gular meals, the co-op members, who took into 
their hearts the words of Premier Kim Il Sung 
who had visited the county, made the most of the 
mountains and raised live-stock well. As a result, 
one family received on an average 2 tons of 
grains and 1,000 won in cash. 


The great results scored by the country in the 
past year were not limited to the bigger grain out- 
put and bigger cash incomes of the co-op members. 


The co-operative management committees came 
to perform fully their functions as the house- 
holder of each ri in organizing and managing the 
all affairs related to the life of peasants.

Realizing that labour is the most honourable 
duty, the entire co-operative members participate 
in the collective work selflessly for their own as 
well as_ social benefit, and self-consciously abide 
by the co-op regulations. 


Already more than 1,300 work-teams of the a- 
gricultural co-operatives have taken part in the 
movement for winning the title of the Chullima 
work-team. 


Indeed great are the successes attained by the 
agricultural co-operative members in the past 
year’s farming by implementing the Chungsanri 
method. As Premier Kim Il Sung put it, the co-op 
members, under’ the guidance of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea, had accomplished a thing which 
their forefathers could not even dream of for thou- 
sands of years, and fundamental changes took place 
in all aspects of the peasants’ life. 


Now they are making preparations for yet big- 
ger successes in this year’s farming by implement- 
ing more fully the Chungsanri method. 

The workers have. come out to roll up their 
sleeves for aiding the countryside. 
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Workers of the Heungnam Fertilizer Factory 


and other chemical factories are resolved to send 
600,000 tons of chemical fertilizers to the rural 
districts before this year’s farming season. Then 
the truck drivers of Pyongyang City are deter- 
mined to assume the duty of transporting compost 
to agricultural co-operatives. 


A struggle for acquiring more arable lands is on 
everywhere. 


Every co-op member is firmly resolved, inspired 
greatly by the broad vistas of the Seven-Year 
Plan unfolded by their beloved leader, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung, to fulfil the plan earlier than 
scheduled for their own happiness and the pros- 
perity of their children for generations to come. 


The Party is beaconing the path ahead and the 
heroic working class is as ever helping the rural 
districts. The Chungsanri method has been car- 
ried through in every field and the county Party 
organizations and People’s Committees are brought 
closer to ihe lower bodies. The work system of 
concentrating strength on farming has been estab- 
lished.

The moss-grown ideologies and thinkings 
of the peasants are being rapidly remoulded in a

HAN SUL YA’S SPEECH AT PYONGYANG RALLY 


Following is a translation of the speech (abridged) by Han Sul Ya, Chairman of the Korean 


National Peace Committee and the 


Korean Committee for Asian-African Peoples’ Solidarity, 


at a rally of the citizens of Pyongyang held on December 16, 1960.—Ed. 


Fellow citizens! 

At present the U.S. imperialists and their 
stooges are staging a large-scale armed aggression 
to overthrow the legal government of Laos and 
strangle peace, neutrality, and national independ- 
ence of the Laotian people. 

For the armed aggression the U.S. imperialists 
mobilized the Phoumi Nosavan rebel group, the 
arch enemy of the Laotian people, reactionary 
elements of Thailand and South Vietnam, and 
even the remnants of the Chiang Kai-shek clique. 
Under the command of U.S. military personnel 
the Phoumi Nosavan rebels in collusion with the 
forces of Thailand, South Vietnam, and_ the 
remnants of the Chiang Kai-shek clique are at- 
tacking Vientiane, the capital of Laos. 

Then, according to their old trick, the U.S. 
imperialists put up a puppet regime with Phoumi 
Nosavan as a tool of U.S. intervention in, and 
aggression on, Laos. Moreover, preparations are 
being made to land members of the U.S. Seventh 
Fleet on Laos, while schemes are being worked 
out to call in the members of the aggressive mili- 
tary block Seato, and even the Nato countries. 
Such naked armed aggression on the kingdom of 
Laos by the U.S. imperialists presents a grave 
menace to the independence of Laos and it ag- 
gravates the danger of new war in the entire 
areas of Indo-China and Asia. Such open armed 
intervention in Laos by the U.S. imperialists is 
gross. violation of the Geneva Agreements on Indo- 
China and a direct challenge to peace in Asia. 

Most resolutely we Korean people condemn 
the U.S. imperialists, the avowed enemy of 
mankind, who kindle the flames of a new war in 
Laos. 

The Laotian people are waging a persistent 
struggle against the armed intervention of U.S. 
imperialism and its hirelings. The armed forces 
of the Pathet Lao and the units of the Royal Lao- 
tian armed forces under the command of Captain 
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Kong Lae who headed the ‘‘Committee of a Coun- 
ter Coup d’Etat”’ are, in close co-operation, bravely 
hitting back the Phoumi Nosavan rebels and for- 
eign aggressors. 

Fellow citizens! 

U.S. aggressive manoeuvres on Laos have been 
going on systematically from the first day of the 
signing of the 1954 Geneva Agreements on 
ending hostilities in Indo-China. Because of 
manoeuvres by U.S. imperialism, the ringleader 
of world colonialism and whose trade is war, the 
situation in Laos has been unstable even after the 
conclusion of the Geneva Agreements. 

In August, 1958, the U.S. Government bid its 
stooges to stage a coup and set up a puppet regime 
headed by Sananikone after bringing down the 
Souvanna Phouma government. 

The Sananikone regime announced in February, 
1959 unilateral abrogation of the Geneva Agree- 
ments and forbade illegally the international ob- 
servation and control bodies from functioning un- 
der the Agreements. In the ensuing May it resum- 
ed civil war against the forces of the Pathet Lao. 

Then the U.S. imperialists, in their attempt to 
cover up their criminal responsibility for rekindl- 
ing the civil war in Laos with the’ name of the 
United Nations, as they did in Korea, under a 
false charge of “aggression” of the People’s 
Republic of China and the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam against Laos, succeeded in sending a 
special U.N. sub-committee which they brazenly 
cooked up in the U.N. Security Council to ‘“‘in- 
vestigate the Laotian situation.” 

But even the U.N. sub-committee, a tool of U.S. 
aggression, had no choice but to admit the com- 
plete falsity of the U.S. charge. 

The U.S. imperialists, however, despite the 
shameful setback, put up a military fascist rule in 
Laos with Somsanith as the head, a_ character 
more vicious than Sananikone. | 

All this, however, brought greater discontent to 
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the Laotian people and their indignation became 
more intensified. In the end, last August, 
Captain Kong Lae _ and _ patriotic soldiers 
rose and brought down the Somsanith regime. 
Again the Souvanna Phouma government which 
promised a neutrality policy was re-established. 

The overthrow of the Somsanith puppet regime 
and establishment of the neutral Souvanna Phou- 
ma government was fully in conformity with the 
aspiration of the Laotian people for genuine in- 
dependence, peace, and national amity. 

The Royal Laotian government established 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union, and 
it decided to receive aid from the latter. Moreover, 
it decided to establish good-neighbour relations 
with the People’s Republic of China and the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam. 

Indeed all these measures were great progress 
in the Laotian people’s struggle. 

However, upset by such developments in Laos, 
the U.S. imperialists have taken the path of open 
armed aggression to overthrow the Souvanna 
Phouma government, the legal government of 
Laos, and turn Laos into their colony and military 
bridgehead. 

All these well-calculated aggressive acts of the 
U.S. imperialists against Laos only show more 
clearly that U.S. imperialism is the ringleader 
of world reaction, international gendarme, the 
stronghold of colonialism, and the main forces of 
aggression and war. 

Had not it been the aggressive interference of 
the U.S. imperialists the Laotian people would 
have achieved national amity long ago and be 
marching with confidence along the road of peace 
and independence. 

However, not only in Laos but in all parts of 
the world, U.S. imperialism is working viciously 
to wreck peace and strangle the people’s freedom 
and independence. 

In Korea, the U.S. imperialists and their runn- 
ing dogs rejected all our reasonale proposals for 
the country’s peaceful unification. They even 
unleashed the Korean war. Today they repeatedly 
indulge in provocative military acts, preparing 
trantically for new war. 

The U.S. imperialists are the avowed enemy of 
the Korean people. 

It is the same U.S. imperialists that occupy 
Taiwan, stand against the unification of Vietnam 
by converting South Vietnam into a military 
base, and that scheme to crush the Cuban people’s 
revolution and suppress the struggle of the Con- 
golese people. 

Thus wherever the claws of U.S. imperialism 
reach, aggression and plundering are being com- 
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mitted, and the people’s blood is being shed. 

The latest vicious acts of ‘aggression and in- 
tervention in Laos by the U.S. imperialists show 
once again that the imperialists will under no 
circumstances give up their position of their 
own accord, and that national independence 
and freedom are to be won only by fierce 
struggle against imperialism and colonialism. As 
pointed out recently in the Statement of the Meet- 
ing of Representatives of the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties, the naked U.S. aggression in 
Laos reveals once more clearly that the aggres- 
sive nature of imperialism has not changed and so 
long as imperialism exists, there ‘will always be 
soil for aggressive wars. 

U.S. armed intervention in Laos is aimed at 
subjugating Laos, at dragging her into the ag- 
rgessive military block Seato, and particularly at 
laying a military bridgehead against the Demo- 
rcatic Republic of Vietnam, the People’s Republic 
of China as well as other peaceful nations. All 
this serves to tell that we must always display the 
utmost vigilance against any military manoeuvres 
of the imperialists and be fully prepared to meet 
any provocative offensive that the enemy may 
choose to take. ;

Our government through the Statement of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs condemned resolutely 
aggression and intervention in Laos by the U.S. 
imperialists and their stooges demanding that they 
should keep hands off Laos. More, our government 
expressed full support to, and firm solidarity with, 
the Laotian people fighting bravely to protect 
their national independence. 

I am sure that the peoples of the world would 
not tolerate the U.S. military intervention in Laos. 
Let the U.S. imperialists make no mistake about 
this. 

If the U.S. imperialists keep up the aggressive 
war on the Laotian people in spite of the strong 
accusation and protest of the Korean people and 
the entire world people, they should be respon- 
sible for all the possible consequences that may 
arise therefrom.

I still have relatives and childhood friends there. 
Then the farmers, heroes and heroines of my 
novels—‘“‘The Native Land’ and ‘The Tumen 
River’’—are there. But I’m wondering how the 
world has been treating them! Maybe many of them 
are there no more. If they are still in Chunan, [ 
can picture how they are making out. 


I lived in Seoul more than twenty years. But for 
the past 15 years I haven’t had a chance to visit 
either Chunan or Seoul, not to speak of writing 
to my dear cnes there. Nor could I hear from them! 

Why? Did a wide sea suddenly rise to divide 
Korea into two parts? 

No! The land is the same land. Mountains run 
all the way from Mt. Baikdoo to Hanra on the 
Jejoo Island. The rivers Imjin and North Han flow

from north to south, from north to west. The same 
tides that hit Wonsan wash the shores of Pusan. 
Shoals of fish swim between the Sea of Tado 
and Ryongampo. If one stands up on_ the 
crown of Mt. Songak, the mountain of Samkak in 
the city of Seoul seems only a stone’s throw. Then 
the humming sounds of the tractors on the Poong- 
duk plain echo over the heights on the Kanghwa 
Island. 

Yet, the train from Shinuijoo stops at Kaesong 
without reaching its destination Pusan. The peo- 
ple of Seou! cannot come to see Mt. Keumgang, 
the pride of Korea, because the road is closed to 
them. 

From far away countries people ccme to see us, 
and we go to visit them. But from the villages that 
the people once went back and forth, between one 
can hear no more of his relatives and friends be- 
cause of the demarcation line. 


For fifteen long years parents and children, | 
husbands and wives, brothers, sisters and friends 
are separated. They are unable to see each other. 
Nor can they write to each other. What a heart- 
breaking situation this is! 

Why such national tragedy? Because the U.S. 
imperialists occupy the southern half of our land. 

When Korea was liberated in August 1945, 
the aggressive U.S. army forced its way into South 
Korea to take the place of the Japanese imperial- 
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ists. Then the U.S. imperialists turned the 38th 
parallel into an artificial barrier dividing our land. 

Once they set their foot in Korea, the U.S. im- 
perialists busily worked for colonizing South Ko- 
rea. Plundering, the divide and rule policy, build- 
ing up military bases, and war is their trade. 

In the end, they started the aggressive war. 
Perhaps, I need not repeat here in detail the diabo- 
lical crimes that the U.S. invaders committed in 
this land. Ttieir shameful history is indelible. And, 
today, the U.S. imperialists are lording it over 
South Korea and doing everything to hinder the 
peaceful unification of Korea. 

Had the U.S. imperialist forces withdrawn from 
Korea in 1948 when the Soviet army did, and 
had Korea heen unified by the Korean people, how 
prosperous and mighty our country would have 
been today! What a blessing life would have been 
to the entire thirty million Korean people! 

The beautiful land of Korea would never be 
too crowded for the thirty million to build a happy 
life. 

The weather is most agreeable in every season 
of the year and the land is endowed with abundant 
natural wealth. As Premier Kim I] Sung once 
put it, our country should not be measured in 
square metres but in cubic metres. 

If the diligent, brave and resourceful people 
of Korea had become masters of a united country, 
‘and if they could have built a new life through- 
out Korea under the guidance of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea led by Comrade Kim I] Sung, it is 
not too difficult to picture how our country would 
have been faring today. 

I can say so because the reality of the north- 
ern part of the country is a living testimony. But 
for the past 15 years the North and the South pre- 
Sented a picture of light and darkness, progress 
and reaction. 

In the northern part of the land, the sources 
of exploitation, suppression, unemployment, pover- 
ty were uprooted. The country has been turned in- 
to a good place to live. Contrary to this, the South 
has been a seat of poverty, unemployment, hunger 
and diseases-—a living hell. The condition is, as 
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the people say, the worst during the past 4,000 


years. 

The national economy and culture are flourish- 
ing in the North and all excellent and precious 
creations of our people are manifesting themselves 
in their splendour. However, in the South the na- 
tional economy and culture have gone bankrupt 
and all the precious national heritages have been 
trodden upon. With the unsavory Yankee way of 
life, degradation, and all the social evils, South 
Korea has become a foul-smelling sore on the face 
of the earth. It goes without saying that the peo- 
ple of South Korea do not enjoy any political rights. 
Only terror and murder reign over South Korea. 

The whole of Korea was liberated on the same 
day. But, why should the South be turned into a 
land of bloodshed, tears, and death? Only because 
of the U.S. imperialists, the avowed enemy of the 
Korean people, and their running dogs. 

The sufferings and agonies the South Korean 
people are subjected to are the sufferings and 
agonies of the entire people of Korea. The more 
happy our life becomes, the more acutely the peo- 
ple of the North feel the pains that their compa- 
triots are suffering in South Korea. 

Most of the Korean repatriates from Japan have 
homes in South Korea. So it would have been only 
natural if they had thought of going to South Ko- 
rea, to their homes, when they were to leave 
Japan. But they did not turn their faces toward 
their native places in the South, for they knew 
they could not make a living and would go hungry 
there. The native places are very close to their 
hearts, but... 

They became convinced that only by coming to 
their prosperous fatherland—the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea—and by taking an active 
part in the country’s socialist construction and by 
doing their share in paving the way to peaceful 
unification, they would see their native places 
sooner. That’s why they took the boat from Niiga- 
ta, Japan, to Chungjin in the North. It was only 
correct and just. 

The South Koreans are in a blind alley: the 
number of jobless and flood victims runs into the 
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millions, and one million peasant families are 


without provisions. They are hungry and they 
want to work, but no jobs. Even if one has a job, 
he is paid only one-third of the minimum living 
expenses. Still worse, his wages are not paid on 
time, but kept in arrears. The farmers are over 
head and ears in debt. Though the harvest was 
very bad last year, the plunder was as severe as 
any other year. 

Like his predecessor Syngman Rhee, John 
Chang and his followers are selling the helpless 
compatriots to capitalists and plantation owners 
of Latin America as life-time slaves. 

South Korea is facing a very acute housing 
shortage. Yet, the John Chang clique forced the 
people to evict from board-huts and drove out the 
city poor people to the street in this cold winter. 


The lot of medium and small traders and en- 
terprisers is getting worse in the whirlwind of 
business difficulties and bankruptcy. And the 
teachers and men of culture have no means of 
supporting themselves. 


In South Korea survival itself is the question. 
To the people of South Korea there is only one 
way. Instead of dying in vain, fight and correct 
the evil world. 


In April last year the people of South Korea 
rose up demanding a new life and a new political 
system. They were not afraid of American tanks 
and -machine-guns though they soaked the streets 
with blood. In the end, they kicked out the na- 
tional traitor Syngman Rhee. 

But another batch of cunning traitors have de- 
secrated the noble blood the people shed in the 
struggle and the people were cheated out of their 
fruits. 


On the American propped dais where Syngman 
Rhee sat once, another U.S. lap dog, John Chang, 
was put up. Nothing has been changed in South 
Korea. The American wolves run wild as ever!

The students and_ teachers of Seoul, 
Taegu, and Pusan, workers of Inchon, peasanis 
of Changnyung, grandfathers and grandmothers 
of Masan, citizens of Kwangjoo and Taejun, and 
the entire people of South Korea are wishing for 
this. It is the greatest national aspiration of the 
entire thirty million of Korean people. 

Spring before last I was on the peak of Mt. 
Maibong. 


At my _ feet I could see a row of signposts in- 
dicating the demarcation line... At the sight of 
the posts, I felt my waist was being pinched with 
heavy needles. The sight made me feel furious 
indignation. 

On the Kachilbong across the demarcation line 
I_ could see movements of the enemy. Then on 
Sulak mountain in the distance. Mountains and 
mountains stretched out southward. Then streams 
and roads came into sight. 


All these mountains, rivers, and roads belong 
to this land, yet today they are in the hands of 
the U.S. imperialists.

I could understand fully the noble aspiration 
of this soldier, who, even at the height of the war, 
scooped up a handful of soil of his native village 
and carried it in his knapsack. Then he wanted 
to plant a nice tree grown in the North on the 
spot where he got the soil.

Korea, As I Saw It 


GERARDO FIGUERAS LARRAZABAL 


At the invitation of the Democra- 
tic Youth League of Korea, our 
Youth Delegation of Cuba paid a 
goodwill visit to the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea. Our 
delegation was composed of the re- 
presentatives of such revolutionary 
organizations as the “National Com- 
mittee of the March 13 Revolution 
of Cuba," “National Committee of 
Cuban Revolution,” “National Com- 
mittee of the July 26 Revolutionary 
Movement of Cuba," and “Federa- 
tion of Students of the University of 
Cuba.” 

However, since some members of 
our delegation do not belong to the 
youth organization, the delegation 
is, in fact, a form of the united front, 
representing the vast majority of the 
population in Cuba. 

These — organizations the 
cornerstone of the Cuban revolution 
which firmly safeguards the interests 
of the people, rallied under the 
leadership of Premier Fidel Castro, 
our beloved leader. 

On the 10th of September, we 
teft Havana for Moscow, where we 
participated in the preliminary meet- 
ing of the World Youth Symposium 
slated for next summer. 

After our 15 days’ stay in the So- 
viet Union, and then 24 days’ tour 
of People’s China, we visited the 
Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea for a week. 

Of ‘course, we received a hearty 
welcome from, and formed very 
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favourable impressions of, the peo- 
ple of both the Soviet Union and 
People’s China. But engraved deeper 
on our hearts was our visit to North 
Korea, a country of unparalleled 
heroism. 

At Shinuijoo, we first received an 
enthusiastic welcome from the youth 
who, we observed, are steeled with 
revolutionary zeal. Tens of thousands 
of youth shouted, “Hail Prem- 
ier Castro,” “Hail Marshal Kim 
Il Sung,” and “Long live the ever- 
lasting solidarity between Korea and 
Cuba!” 

We shall never forget the artistic 
quality of the Korean folk dance 
and music which followed the youth 
rally. Rich in rhythm and melody, 
and teeming with affection and hero- 
ism, these Korean folk dances have 
been created in opposition to the 
invasion of bourgeois culture since 
the country’s liberation, As we 
broadened the range of our tour in 
Korea, we found ourselves dominat- 
ed by the thought that we had re- 
ally stepped into an impregnable 
stronghold of inexhaustible revolu- 
tionary upsurge. This was probably 
due to the fact that during the Kore- 
an war, the heroic people had put 
up indomitable resistance against, 
and delivered fatal blows to, the 
U.S. aggressors who are still occu- 
pying South Korea. 

We visited the demarcation 
line dividing the North and South. 
lt was on this very line that the U.S. 


imperialists launched an aggressive 
war which wrought havoc in the life 
of the Korean people, and that they 
were forced to sign the armistice 
agreement seven years ago. 


But the blood-thirsty imperialists 
have steadily brought in atomic 
weapons and guided missiles in 


a flagrant violation of the armistice 
agreement. We could not look at 
the American aggressors without 4 
wave of violent hatred and indigna- 
tion surging within us. 

It is usually beyond my ability to 
describe in a summary what | had 
seen and what | had felt after a tour 
of a foreign country. But so striking 
and so vital were my impressions of 
each scene in Korea that | am ob- 
liged to dwell on them. 


The entire people and even the 
entire land of Korea are ringing with 
the echoes of unparalleled heroism 
and revolutionary zeal, which they 
displayed in their successful carry- 
ing out of their Fatherland Libera- 
tion War and post-war reconstruc- 
tion. 


During the Korean War, the U.S. 
imperialists perpetrated every atro- 
city and act of barbarism, such as 
never before known in the history 
of war. 


They created a holocaust wherever 
they went, and burnt and buried 
thousands of innocent people alive. 
They deliberately bombed everyth- 
ing, whether military or civilian, thus 
reducing the country to debris and 
ashes. 


Nevertheless, the heroic Korean 
people embarked on a bold pro- 
gramme of the post-war reconstruc- 
tion after the cease-fire, and success- 
fully carried out their far-reaching 
projects. On the ruins of war sprang 
up factories, houses, schools, and 
hospitals. How prominent and how 
noble their creative energy and 
wisdom are! 


The range of our tour was quite 
extensive in proportion to the dura- 
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tion of our stay, covering historical 
monuments, museums, factories, a- 
gricultural co-operatives, theatres, 
etc. 


Everywhere we _ visited—Pyong- 
yang, Hamheung, Kaesong, Panmun- 
jom, we received enthusiastic wel- 
come from the people. Through such 
welcome as well as talks with the 
friendly and admirable people, we 
learned that the Korean people 
hailed the success of our Cuban re- 
volution as their own. 


Before our departure from Korea, 
we had the honour of having a per- 
sonal reception by Premier Kim 
Il Sung who has always led the Ko- 
rean people to victory from the 
days of anti-Japanese partisan strug- 
gle. 


It was due, we were convinced, 
to the brilliant leadership of Marshal 
Kim 11 Sung and the Workers’ Par- 
ty of Korea that the Korean people 
could register such miraculous suc- 
cesses in their reconstruction. 


While the people in North Ko- 
rea are able to pursue their good 
life, enjoying freedom and hap- 
piness, the people in South Korea 
are still helpless under the domina- 
tion and persecution of the U.S. im- 
perialists.

Before my departure from Colom- 
bia, | regarded Korea, like the aver- 
age person of the West, as a nation 
in the East that fell victim to the U.S. 
bombs and shells, and naturally there 
would be the ashes of war. But | 
found on my arrival Korea is a mo- 
dern nation with a powerful indus- 
trial base, having healed its war 
wounds. From the ruins of war 
sprang up factories, apartments, 
schools, theatres, hospitals, etc. 


During my tour of the major indus- 
trial centres, | watched the melted 
iren flowing out of a big furnace, 
and automobiles and precision ma- 
chines being manufactured by the 
Korean workers. In fact, Kim Chaik 
Iron Works outstrips by far, in scale 
ana production, Colombia's only 
one iron works. 


| also observed the lively looks of 
the workers in the Pyongyang Tex- 
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tile Mill who took an active part in 
sccialist emulation. Today Korea not 
only meets the demands of the peo- 
ple for fabrics but.also exports them 
in quantities. Really, my observations 
of the industrial life in Korea smash- 
ed my old conception of this coun- 
try and filled me with deep respect 
for the heroic people of Korea. 


The Grand Theatre standing in the 
center of Pyongyang, | think, com- 
pares well with prominent theatres 
of the world. Grardiose is the archi- 
tectural style, and striking is the 
ornamentation. 


Engraved in my heart is the 
colourful performance of the 3,000 
artists which | appreciated during 
my stay in Pyongyang. This epic 
portraying the life of the Korean 
people—their tribulation under the 
Japanese imperialists, their national 
liberation struggle, the post-war re- 


construction, and the present happy 
life under the leadership of the 
Workers’ Party are really the cream 
of art. 

No less impressive were pictures- 
gue landscapes of mountains and 
rivers, fertile rice paddies, and irri- 
gation and electrification systems. 


The aesthetic character of the Ko- 
rean people also found expression 
in the chrysanthemum — exhibition 
which won the hearts of both nation- 
als and foreign tourists. 


The Korean women distinguish 
themselves with their colourful gar- 
ments and long flowing skirts, in 
particular. 

Strolling along the promenades 
and tree-lined streets, they remind 
me of the lovely princesses in a 
dream world. 

Through my tour of Korea, | learnt 
that the Koreans are a courageous, 
artistic, passionate, cheerful and 
peace-loving people. Such spiritual 
make-up is characteristic of People’s 
Korea under the leadership of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea.
